Legitimate Newspapers and 
iVIagazines Are Giveji 
Concessions 



Vl^ashlnRton, Feb. 7.-"ln May, 1907, 
the Canadian iiostal authorities gave 
the six months' notice required by the 
(!0nv6n£l6n' tHat> they .would no longer 
permit* newdpapefs 'and periodicals to 
bo malldd to-'polntai :in Canada at tho 
second class or pound rate of postage. 
Up to that time thoro had been no 
postal barrier between Canada and tho 
United States wltli respect to the 
transmission of newspapers and peri- 
odicals through tliQ malls. Papers de- 
posited at the post offices In the United 
States wctp delivered in Canada with- 
out payment of additional postage, The 
notice of abrogation of this agrfeomant 
■was protested by tlie United States 
postal authorities, but aa Canada had a 
legal right to abrogate this feature of 
tho convention,, the protest of the post- 
master?general, .was wit}ioVit avail. 

Attef <5ii6 ■^ifite iiin'dSfevthia agree- 
ment the Cinttdikn.^U'lMbWtiCB reachfld 
the CdrtclUsion; :tn«» the *' d(?ndition8 
Whitai they had foirOea'' tajJoarAmef icah 
publishers wciJ'e" -not ' ta tlfelr^ttdvaht- 
ago and sought a, rft-opening' of the 
question.

• A further agreement has 'been- 
reached under which legitimate nows- 
p.'ipora may bo mailed In tho United 
States to post of/ices In Canada at the 
pound rate of pcstagv. Tills is a re- 
storation oC tho old order of things as 
far a.s tho legitimate daily now-spapors 
are concerned, and is a stop In that 
direction for the magazines and other 
periodicals. Wiiilo American pubiish- 
or.s do not under tho now arrangement 
secure all that tlioy believe they aro 
entitled to, the postmaster-general may 
accept the recent proposals of Canada 
regarding tliem as tho entering worjge 
which would ultimately load to the re- 
storation in their entirely of tlio con- 
ditions that formerlj- prevailed. 

A telegram had been received from 
the dcj)uty po.stma.stor-generai of Can- 
ada advising tliat llie public ;uid tlie 
postmasters of tho Dominion were no- 
tilled yesterday tliat tlie arrangement 
had gone into effect on tiio fith inst. 

It is under.stood that the demand for 
American periodicals had become so 
great that the Canadian jjostai au- 
thorities could no longer resist the 
pressure for a modipcation of their 
former order.

Of Biiisso, the leadur ii4'ilTOSiEaidfci;hat 
asaasslnated King Carlos: a^d ,' Crown 
.prince Lulz a-. Lisbon last sittirday, 
has been cbtnined. in this "city from "a 
Portuguese clerk in. a commercial 
house, who was a schoolmate of the 
regicide. He .says tho assassin's name 
la Manuel Iteis Silva Bulsso, and that 
he was born in tho Vlidiaes district, 
provinee of Braganza, Trazo.s Montcz, 
Portugal. As a boy ho went to tho Iv- 
ceum at Braganz.a. 'He had nine bro- 
tlicr.i and sisters, and one of hi.s .«1k- 
tors, named Bolmlra, lived until a 
short time ago in this city. Manuel 
was not tho lirst criminal in the fam- 
ily, one of liis aunts killing n servant 
in her employ' when she found that her 
husband \v;iH making love to tho wo- 
man. She was arrcKtcd and .'sentenced 
to a long term of impri.soimient in Af- 
rica. 

As a boy Manuel wa.s rrelsorne, 
hauglitj- and amlacioux. He went to 
tlie l.yceum with the reputation of a 
bad ytudent, and as having a viclou^j 
character. Tlu; life he ieil in Bragan- 
za made it necessary for his father to 
put him into the army, and he conse- 
quently enrolled in the Sevcntli Cav- 
alry regiment of Braganza. But even 
in the army ho was hard to control, 
though in spfte of oft-repeated pun- 
ishroent, he managed to gain, the grade 
of tsergeant. 

(He continued a dissipated mode of 
life an'd was soon transferred from 
Braganza to 'a regiment on dtity at 
tho frontier. Here he had a serious 
brawl With six soldiers. For this of- 
fense he was court-martialed and 
condemned to serve a term In prison, 
after -wliioh he was expelled from" the 
army. 

Buisso returned to his native vlilago 
of 'Vinhaes. Thanks to the influence 
of his father, he was given ai^ oppor- 
tunity to become a school teacher, and 
it .seemed to liLs friends that he Was 
going to reform and seltlo down.' He 
studied hard, and after ii year went 
up to Braganza, where lie graduated 
from tho district scliool. BuisKo was 
intelllgont, and had iio devoted him- 
self to Ills studies lie would soon have 
gained hi.s diploma. 

After this ho was sent^to tho na- 
tional college at Lisbon as a profos- 
.sor, ii post which he filled up to the 
time of his doatti. 

During Ihe last few years ho was a 
Republican in polities, and ho had 
friendly rolation.s with members of 
the party. Ho became a free thinker 
and was accustomed Lo dofaml liln 
political ideas in dlseuHslons In the 
street.s and cafes of Lisbon. 

BnisKo's friend, who .supplied the 
foregoing information, does not thlnlc 
that lie accepted money -for the com-^ 
mlsHion of his crimes. Jlonuel v/a.s 
vieious and wicivcd in man.y ways, 
but lie was above Inking mone.v for 
murdei . 

BuIkso'h family is well off, but not 
to say wealthy.

The barn wa.'-; burned 
to the ground, with, about twelve thou- 
sand pound.-5 of tobacco. 
' At" tho farm of "^Yash" Vlckcrs tho 
party burned tho burn and about 
twelve thou.sand pound.s of tobacco. 
It was hero tiiat tlio no^ro was whip- 
ped. Lawrence and A'ickers belonged 
to tho "Hillliillic" class, having never 
joined the union.

Uilberl had Lewis identify tho 
Huston letter and then forced the wit- 
ness to admit that the architect's 
statements to the effect tliat he had 
weighed and measured aricles of fur- 
niture for the capitol were practically 
false and made for a purpose.

The debate upon the civil service 
act came up yesterday at the sitting 
of the legislature when tlic bill came 
up for second reading Hon. Dr. Young 
shortly and to the point explained the 
hill, reviewing tile various clauses and 
dealing at some length with tho con- 
ditions which had to be met in this 
province as distinct from other com- 
munities. 

lie stated that he hoped and trusted 
that various amendments might be 
suggested. The measure was in a 
way a skeleton one. 

The measure was criticized by tlic 
member for ChllUjvack, C. W. Munro, 
who attacked the principle of provid- 
ing a aupcrannuatlon fund from the 
public monies or In part from that 
source. Ho o.xpressod himself as rather 
In favor of a system of state assur- 
ance. 

The nieaure was strongly defended 
by A. H. Macgowan. who pointed out 
that this very principle of suiierannii- 
ation was being adopted by various 
corporations throughout the country, 
which contribute generously to it. 

The .idjournnicnt of the debate was 
moved by .lohn Jardine. 

The bill to amend the constilutiou 
by dividing the department of lands 
and works into two different depart- 
ments was given Its second reading 
yesterday. 

In moving the second reading Hon. 
Richard Jicl^ride referred at some 
length to tlie great growth of busi- 
ness in the department wlilch liad en- 
tailed this change. Mr. Macdonald 
In the debate asked why tho govern- 
ment had not in adding an additional 
portfolio created a department of Im- 
migration and labor. 

The premier in reply referred to tlie 
excellent u'crk wnich had been done 
by the bureau of information which 
also dealt with immigration and which 
was under the charge of the finance 
minister. 

The question of the increase in in- 
demnit.v was not touched upon save in 
a jocular fashion by the member for 
.Nanaimo, Mr. Hawthornthwalte. 

The house is awaiting with some 
expectancy the assent of the lieuten- 
ant-governor to the NataJ bill. It is 
stated that amongst' thosS- who list- 
ened to the debate wag a'confldenUal 
emissary of Sir "Wilfrid Laurier de- 
spatched from Ottawa for the purpose. 
This gentleman has not only followed 
the progress of that measure but has 
sounded public opinion generally 
througliout the province. Ho will re- 
port as to the feeling in this province 
with regard to the action of the lieu- 
tenant-governor upon the last Natal 
bill. 

The later part of the week has been 
fairly busy and the house has man- 
aged to go through witii a consider- 
able amount of routine business. 

Xext week jn'omises to he fairly 
ln\ny. The budget spcccli will not be 
given until Monday week. By that 
time the ("ivil Service act will have 
been enacted and the classification of 
tlie varlou.s employees whicli is being 
made by tlie provincial si'crotury's and 
tlie treasury depai'tments wUl have 
been completed. 

The .speaker took the chair at 2:30 
o'clock.

Mr. .McPhillipf, K. C, jirosonted the 
seventli report of tho private bills 
committee. 

Coal Tax Act 

The bill to amend the Coal Tax act,

i\Ir. Macdonald said he had no ob- 
jection to tliis being done, on the un- 
derstanding tliat a measure would bo 
introduced later in the session plac- 
ing these companies beyond all ques- 
tion upon the same footing. 

Tile i-iill was rei)orted, and at the re- 
quesi (i( tlie loader of the oiiposition 
further consideration was deferred 
until Jbjiulay. 

Railway Assessment Act 

On the bill to amend tlie Railway 
Assessment act being taken up Mr. 
Hawthorntluvaile moved in amend- 
ment: Provided that such exemjition 
shall only be granted upon the express 
condition tiial the lowest wages paid 
to any workman for unskilled labor 
shall not lie less than two dollars and 
fifty ceiils jicr day.

Quadra Csmotery. 

Tho bill granting certain lands, gen- 
erally known as the Old Cemetery, to 
llio corporation of this city for park 
purposes was passed tljifough commit- 
tee and road the third time. 

Increase in Cabinet, 

Hon. Mr. McBrlde, in moving tho 
second reading of tlie bill to amend 
tho constitution act, said: Mr. S|*eak- 
er, I desire to present to tlie house a 
few facts of Importancn which, in my 
opinion, amply justify our requGst 
that tho ministry be Increased by the 
addition of a iiiinisler of public works 
and the creation of a nubile worK-s 
department. In J Si)!), by an amend- 
ment to the constitullon, provision was 
made for five .salaried ministers, jind 
since that time, with the exception 
of iieriods when tlie government was 
incompleto\ I lie local administration 
has been made up of five salaried 
ministers and one unsalaried minls- 
Icr. 'Plio (lUCKtlon lutt.v be asked/, 
how does Britlsli Columbia stand In 
this respect when couipareil with tho 
administrations which exist, in the 
other provinces. Now, I find, silr, that 
Ontario has eight salaried mliilatcrs 



and three without portfolios; Quebec^' 
seven salaried ministers and ono un- 
salaried; New Brunswick, six salaried 
and one unsalaried; Manitoba, six 
salaried ministers;' Nova Scotia, six 
salaried and three unsalaried; Prince 
Edward Island, six salaried and tliree 
unsalaried, \yhilo Saskatchewan and 
Alberta have each four salaried min- 
isters. , 

Multitudinous Duties. 
Now, sir, when one considers the 
immense area that the department of 
lands ia called upon to administer, I 
think it wlll .be generally admitted 
that the tasic is by no means an easy 
one. In addition, sir, to the adminis-. 
tratlon of the crown lands of this prov- 
ince, tho minister in this department 
has at present the responsibility of 
supervising the government service in 
so far as the disposition of applica- 
tions under the water courses act is 
concerned. In addition to the admin- 
Islralion of the timber lands, he is 
fui-thernioro charged with the duty of 
supervising tho work carried on by 
the government under tho inspector 
of boilers act, as well as with a multi- 
tude of other departmental affairs, 
(iroar, liear.) I think, sir, .that hon. 
gentlemen who have had occasion to 
do business , of any kli)d, either In a 
representative capacity or dii'ectly 
with the crown lands department of 
British Columbia, must admit that 
the multifarious duties which apper- 
tain to the position d.emand much 
more than vei-'y close attention to tho 
work in Jiand at any time, and a 
great deal of time, on all occasions. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Increase In Work. 
Now, sir. In order to give to thi.-i 
liouse some idea, as to the manner in 
which the work has recently increased 
in this department, I wish to draw the 
attention of the house for a few mo- 
ments to the following important sta- 
tLstlcs. In tho calendar year 1897 the 
receipts in the laiid.-i and works de- 
partment reached a total of $107,353, 
or an average of $8,91l> per month, 
while in tho year 1307 those receipts 
reached a total of no less than $3,0SS,- 
!)23, or all average of $174,077 per 
month. (Cheers.) The house will 
consequently perceive that a much 
larger sum was received In this de- 
[inrtmont during any single' month in 
1007 than was received throughout the 
entlro year of- 1897. (Cheers.) And 
we have moreover before us the very 
gratifying fact that' tho receipts for 
the year 1907 Were also much larger 
than those of 1906, which totalled $1,- 
230,954, with a monthly average of 
$102,51)2. (Cheers.) And what will 
perhaps present a more startling il- 
lustration still, I can Inform the house 
that more money was received In this 
department during ono month in 1907 
than was received during the whole 
year of 1897. (Hear, hear.) While it is 
equally significant that tho receipts 
for 1907 also show a large Increase 
ovor those of 1900. And still further 
to explain how the work of this de- 
partment has increased, and how 
much individual exertion has become 
necessary on the part of the staff of 
tho department, I might call the at- 
tention of hon. members to the esti- 
mates for 1907, and to the details 
whiclt show how many civil servants 
are employed in tliis department; and 
when wo consider that, although the 
work of tho denartment han liicreajed 
ten fold, the staTt has been only sup- 
plemented by tlio addition of very few 
employees, the house can very readily 
understand how very busily the staff 
of this department must now be at all 
times, and Just how much more work 
has In consequence devolved upon the 
minister in charge of it. (Hear, hear.) 
Travel Is Necessary. 
Now, air. Speaker, I have always 
maintained, and I-'think moreover tliat 
hon. gentlemen opposite have to a very 
considerable extent endorsed my posi- 
tion, tliat in order to bring about tlio 
proper supervLsion of the work done in 
this deijartment, it was essential that 
the minl-^ter in charge 'should travel 
from ono end of tlic country to the 
other, just as often as opportunity 
permitted, in order that he niiglit be 
brought into close touch with local 
conditions and obtain some personal 
a.s well us some general .knowledge of 
the different matters which from timo 
to timo must be brought under his at- 
tention from tlie different sections of 
tho country. (Hear, hear.) Perhaps 
today this gentleman is called upon to 
deal with some question involving 
water rights, or timber , claims,' or 
crown lands in the constituency of 
Atlln, while tomorrow he may rind it 
necessary to consider matters of a 
similar character from the very oppo- 
site part of the province, or It may be, 
from some of the island districts. 
(Hear, hear.) The conditions, sir, are 
so varied that it is absolutely im- 
possible for the minister If he pro 
poses to exercise an independent 
Judgment upon any question that may 
come before him, to reaeli a proper 
conclusion from what he may know 
about one section of tho country, as to 
what slum Id be done in respect to 
some other section. (Hear, hear.) 
.■\nd I moreover think, sir, tliat as 
this country de\'elops and becomes 
peopled, ami as we bring into opera- 
tion tiie somewhat complicated ma- 
chinery of local government, it be- 
comes all the iiioie necessary, and in- 
deed absolutely essential, that the 
minister who presides over the crown 
lands department should become, and 
a.^ intimately as possible, sir, ac- 
quainted with conditions as they real- 
l.\- are, and not as they may be sup- 
liosed to lie, and coniieiiueiitly to be in 
a position to exercise a sound and dis- 
criminating judgment in respect to 
them, whenever ho may be called upon 
to do so. (Hear, hear.) And further, 
sir, if tills should become necessary he 
should e\-en be in a position to bo able 
to go so far as to .■supervise the work 
of his own oMiciaL^i on the spot. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Much Office Work. 
Now, It must further be understood 
by those who take the trouble and the 
lime to look into these things, that a 
great deal of office work must neces- 
sarily devolve upon the shoulders of 
some of the under-ofliciiils. (Hear, 
hear); and I strongly maintain in view 
of the tremendous si'/c of this country, 
and of its many and varied conditions, 
iiiid particularly, sir, in view of the 
very considerable development which 
Is In progress at tlie present time, as 
well as of the much greater develop- 
ment which with the most absolute 
conlldencc wo may expect to occur in 
tile not at all fur distant future that 
If this great and most important de- 
partment is to be administered in an 
intelligent manner, and the desired 
coinpletciiesH of efficiency, this now 
minister iihould bo appointed. (Cheers). 
Compared With Other Provinces. 
Now, .sir, some hon. gentlemen might 
say, hero is the province, Of, Mtinltqba, 
ii largo province with.'ia/large poptila- 
tioii, and yet in tliat province one 
minister perforins all the duties of this 
offlcei. Well, sir. perhaps the points 
of difference may be easily recognized. 
When I explain to the houso that 
Manitoba has no crown lands under 
Its direct control. Its crown lands 



are administered, I believe, from Ot- 
tawa, and come within the puiwievv of 
the' department of; .the", interior. (Hear, 
hear). There afe/lioWever some lands 
in Manitoba co'mthonly known as 
swamp lands which under some ar- 
range.mtint between tho department of 
the Interior at Ottawa and the local 
government come from time to time 
within tho control of one of the pro- 
vincial departments under certain con- 
ditions, but oven so, sir, the work con- 
nected with the administration of these 
lands is not of such importance as to 
demand the attention of any single 
minister. Then, sir, as regards Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan, tho timber 
and all other public lands in these two. 
provinces are still administered from 
Ottawa, and are not to be given over 
to the local government at all, and 
conseciuently, by way of comparison 
between the province of Alberta and 
British Columbia and between the pro- 
vince of Saskatchewan and British 
Columbia, when it is remembered that 
tlioir local governments are, not given 
tho responsibility of controlling and of 
disposing of these properties of the 
crown at onee loses all the weight, 
which otherwise might attach 'to it. 
(Hoar, hear.) 

Increase in Public Works 
Now, sir, with regard to the present 
desire of the government to place the 
control of the public works of this 
country in the hands of another min- 
ister, and to create a department en- 
tirely sopai-ato from the lands depart- 
ment, I need but call the attention of 
the legislature to the tremendous in- 
crease, which particularly of late 
years has taken place, to Justify this 
iiniiortant change in tlie administra- 
tion of our public affairs. (Clieers.) 
And wliilo our public works in the 
last five years, have increased tre- 
mendously, tho growth of the coun- 
try, wliich must come about by 
reason of tho construction of the G. 
T. P., and whicli will be caused by the 
rapid and splehdld settlement, that is 
now going on in the more southern 
parts of this country, will bo unques- 
tionably such that 1 reel quite safe in 
saying that in the next live years the 
work of this department must in- 
crease, and in still greater proportion. 
(Cheers.) This department, it seems 
to me, should bo under .{i distinct 
minister of the crown, in order that 
the minister of public works may be- 
come well-seized of all the facts con- 
nected with its administration, aindl 
know every locality, and pretty nearly 
every district wherever any lai'ge ex- 
penditure of public money may be 
necessary, and I think, sir, that in the 
conditions which I have just outlined 
hon. gentleman opposite, whose duty 
it is always to criticize, must agree 
with me that there is very good rea- 
sons indeed for the present recom- 
mendations of tho governraeirt. 
(Cheers.) 

Substantial Progress 

Now, sir, just before I resume my 
seat, I would like to give additional 
statistics showing tho very splendid 
and substantial progress, wlilch in 
connection with the public affairs of 
this country has been made in tlic 
way of disposing of our crown lands, 
our timber and our coal lands. And 
I may say, that in this disposition of 
them the province has not lost any- 
thing at all, for in the tremendous 
investments, which have taken place 
in connection with the lands now in 
question, this province has gained a 
very splendid and a most encouraging 
asset. (Cheers.) In the department 
of lands for the calendar year, 1906, 
1,550 certllicatos for the purchase of 
lands were Issued, against 2,740 in 
1907, showing an increase of about 90 
per cent. The crown grants made in 
1906 numbered 1,124, against 1,520 In 
1907, an increase of fully 30 per cent, 
timber licenses issued in 190G, 3,959 
against 10,456 in 1907. Letters receiv- 
ed 19,061, against 25,400 in 1907. 
Coal prospecting licenses, 286, against 
426. And finally, sir, the receipts in 
the timber department In 1906 totalled 
¥539,046, against no loss than ?1,405,- 
001 in 1907, showing the most satis- 
factory .and most encouraging in- 
crease of $800,955. (Cheers.) 

And wliilo I am upon tliis subject, 
I may be iiorinitted to add that dur- 
ing the month of January and tho 
present year, we liave received in tim- 
ber fee.s alone, more than $300,000, 
which are by far the largest figures 
on record in this important d'jpart- 
ment. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Speaker, in view of tho explan- 
ations, which I liave submitted for the 
careful consideration of the liousc, 
may I be permitted, sir, to hope that 
hon. g..iitleniaii have been able to fol- 
low the reasons, which I have as- 
signed in justification of our policy, 
and will give their cordial and unani- 
mous assent to this timely proposal on 
the part of the admlnlstra^tion. 
(Cheers.) 

Liberals Advocated Increase, 

Mr. M'aodonald: Iri ..regard to this 
proposed increase In the number of 
the ministers of the crown, I may say, 
sir, that we ourselves during the last 
provincial elections (advocated such 
an increase, although it is true that 
our sclieme was not quite In line 
with tiie plan which has just been 
formally submitted to this house by 
my hon. friend the premier. And 
wiiilo I am sorry to find that he has 
not accepted the suggestion which we 
made iLt that time and agreed, to the 
establishment of a portfolio of labor 
and immigration, I cannot say that in 
the circumstatices we can oppose tlie 
proposition whicli is now before tho 
house. Still it does seeni to mo that 
iiotwillistanding what lias just now 
boon said aboiit I he increases that 
have occurred in connection with tlio 
department of lands and works, these 
lose some of their force when wo com-, 
pare tliem with the worli which ia 
done tlirough the department of the 
interior, wlilch is under the cliargo 
of a single minister, with a. seat in 
the House of Commons, for we find 
on liKiuiry that this minkster is not 
only charged with tiie administration 
of all that immense tract of territory 
in the Nortliwest territories, which 
is under Dominion control, but also 
is vested with the supervision of all 
the immigration wli/ieh conros into 
the Dominion. And it does seem to 
nie, in view of the discussions whicli 
have from time to time been held in 
this legislature, as well as of the 
number of laws which have been 
passed for tho benefit of tho working 
classes and to induce settlement, that 
here Is a department which requires 
the attention of a single and a re- 
sponsible head, and, furtlior, that if 
this portion of tho work were taken 
out of the domain of tho present de- 
liartinent of lands and works and.gflven 
in charge of a inlnlster of '''da.bor„;and. 
immigration we would have 'bettori.re- 
sults. But I need not go furthar- on- 
these lines, nor do 1 imaglpe .that any-.; 
thing which at this tlme .I nijght adi-' 
vanco hero- would 'change ,Inr: any re- 
spect the decision of the ministry of 
tho day. 'And while, sir, : wo will agree 
that there Is work enough for another 
salaried minister, I cannot help fcol- < 
Ing that the growing Importance of 
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the work connected with tlic settle- 
ment of the province, as well as the 
growing and important labor prob- 
lems with which we have to deal well 
justify their relegation to a minister 
"vvhu sliould give his whole time to 
tlicse problems, which I think I am 
ipiite safe in saying are tlie most 
pressing problems whicli arc coming 
before us for treatment today. After 
all, tho greater portion of tlic work 
done in tho department oC lands and 
works must in any ease be performed 
bv sub-heads, and it must be reiiiem- 
bercd that my own proposition would 
to a very considerable extent relieve 
tiie depaitniont in question of its re- 
.yponsibilitles, I am further of. tho 
opinion that the minister should visit 
outside districts more frequently than 
has been the case in the iiasf, and pay 
in this re.speot more itttention to tlio 
groat Interior, from which so much of 
fair revenue Is derived. (Hear, hear.) 
Mr. Ha'Wthornthwaito Supports 

Mr- Haw thorn thwaite> who support- 
ed the bill, referred briefly ■to,.ithe Iri- 
crca.'.io in members' indemnity^.- from 
S.SOO to XI.

A bill to regulate the .sale of patent 
medicines was introduced at tho sit- 
ting of tho house yesterday hy ^\'. J. 
iManaou (Dcwdney.) It provides lliat 
tho formula or preacrii)tlon shall be 
printed on the outside of each bottle 
or piiclfage on pain of a heavy line. 

The bill is to go. into force- August, 
IflOS. Tho chief prdVlsjiOhrf f)f ■. the bill 
are a.s follows: 

"ProprietarS' medicine" In this act 
.shall niean and include till ivicdiclne 
which is not prepared and dis|iensod 
by a (lualilied chemist or druggist ac'' 
curdinp to the prcscrii)tion of a re- 
gistered medical practitioner i?ntitled 
to pi-actise as such in the province of 
British Cohunhia, and the word 
"medicine" .shall mean any inati'rial 
or substance, solid, liquid or gaseous, 
applietl to the living animal buily, cx- 
ti'rnally or inlernaliy, fn^-.-tlie pfcvcn- 
lioii and cure of disease. 

It shall be uidawt'ul lor aii.\' perseui, 
linn, or coriau'atlon to sell or otTcr 
tor sale any pi'oia'ielary medicUK^ un- 
less .there sliiill be i)rlnlcd in i'hiyiish 
on a label on the bottle or other ves- 
sel or jjackage containing Iho same, 
as well as on the outside wrapper if 
enclosed therein, in jilain type of a 
slice not less than snnill ijica, tlio 
furniula or iirescrijition, slio\>ing the 
exact name and iiuantily of cacii in- 
gredient contained in said piedieine, 
and according to which the' same is 
prepared. 

Any person, lirm or c<n-i)oration who 
is guilty of an Inl'ringenienl of this 
act shall be liable, upon sunnnary 
conviction thereof befiiee ii."y justice 
of the peace, to pay a i)enalt,\' not ex- 
ceeding one himdred dollars and not 
less than Iwenty-tlvo dollars for each 
offence, and in the case of any dulj' 
Qualilied chemist or diaiggisi being 
convicted twice for an offence against 
this act, he shall forfeit his right to 
practice under tho Pharmacy Act and 
his certillcate issued by the. Pharma- 
ceutical Association shall forthwith be 
cancelled. 

It shall be tho duty of the public 
analyst, from time to time, upon re- 
quest and upon payment of the fee 
prescribed by section 27 of the r'har- 
inaoy Act, to analyze any proprietary 
medicine ofCercd for sale and verify 
the truth or falsity of the formula or 
prescrii)tion mentioned in section 2 of 
this act, and to report the result of 
his analysis to tho attorney-general 
and to the party at whose request the 
analysis Is made. 

Any person,/ Arm or corpoi-atlon 
guilty of printlngr a false ;£orraula or 
prescription under section. 2. of this 
act shall be liable, "dn sumlnary con- 
viction before a justice of the peace, 
to a flhe of two hundred, and flfty 
dollars 'for the first offence and iflve 
hundred dollars for each subsequent 
offence. ' . • , . ^,

Munlcipalitios Act. 
Hon. Mr. Pow.ier, In moving tho sec- 
ond rea<llng of tho bill to Amend the 
iAInnicii)alitics act, explained that pro- 
vision WHS nuule for the sim]jllllcation 
of pniceedings, making It possible in 
i;he k'ases in (luestion to refer to tho 
last revised assessment roll; whero the 
rights of bondholders wore, involved, 
these persons were to received proper 
notice. • ■■, 

Tho bill was road the second time. 

Attachment of Debts. 
(Hon. Mr, Bowser, In moving the 
second reading of tho bill to amend 
the attachment of debts act, 190.1, ex- 
plained that Us object was to lessen 
the expense of i)aying money Into 
court imder the slatuto of debts of 
11)04. One of the judges of the su- 
preme court had decided that when 
money duo a debtor was garnisheed 
under the attaching order it was neces- 
sary to apply for and obtain a further 
order before tho tran.sactlon could be 
fully completed and the money paid 
into court. Now, this was not the- 
original intention of the act, and It 
moreover entailed a good deal of un- 
necessary exjiense, which in tho end 
came out of the creditor. 

He consequently Introduced this bill 
with the view of removing this 
anomaly; of restoring the condition 
ol' things which was originally Intend- 
ed to exist, and eif inakl;ig it unneces- 
sary to secure more than one order to 
accomplish the imnios'e in question. 
Tho bill was read the second time. 

Civil Service Act. 
Hon. Dr. Young: Mr. Spoalcer, 1 beg 
to move tho second reading of the bill 
intituled "An Act With Re.specl to the 
Public Service of tlie Province of Brit- 
ish eolumbla ai}ai,ta.,.MaKe, Provision 
for the Superannuatiiia ;ahd Retire- 
ment of Persons.- iEmployed -In Such 
r'ublic Service." i -. 

This bill, sir. Is of great Importance 
to many of the employees of tliis gov- 
ernment, and it is with a great deal 
of diftidence that I talte thi.q subject 
up because I most clearly recognize 
the fact that it is one which requires 
much thought and the most careful 
consideration. (Hear, hear.) Every 
advanced government in tlie worlil is 
trying to secure an elliclent civil ser- 
vice; and 1 not only ex|)ect to receive, 
but I invite, both suggestions and 
iimendments from both sides of the 
liouHO. Since this bill was introdced 
1 have been in receipt of suggestions, 
some of which have been excellent 
while oth(;is, and far loo many, have 
been merely dictated by selll^ili in- 
terests. 

In framing this mea.surc we had to 
start afresh, and endeavor to bring or- 
der out of the sornewlial unsettled 
conditions which not unnalurally have 
grown up in a new country (hear, 
bear), and these conditions are so dl- 
S'ersilled, w'dle the salaries which are 
|)aid to mini doing the same work, aro 
often so different owing to the differ- 
ence that exi.'sts in the cost of living 
in various sections of the province, 
that it has been very hard to devise 
a scheme which would ensure an ela- 
borate iind at tho same time, a uni- 
form civil service. 

Baaed on Present Rates 
The first principle adopted was to 
declare that the rate should be regu- 
lated on the basi.s of tlic salary at pres- 
ent recclveci, and in fU'der to do this 
and to classify the iliffi.-i'cni branches 
in the scrvlc(;, .seeliDU 2 of this bill 
makes the following iH-ovision: 

The public service shall, for the pur- 
poses of this acl. inelndo, and the mem- 
bers of the public service shall consist 
of: All persons employed and hold- 
ing office at the ijlcasuro of the crown 
in or under th.e several dciiart men Is, 
branches and InstitiUions (jf the exe 
cutive government of the province of 
British C'olumbia who are paid a year- 
ly salary,- voted by tlie legislative as- 
sembly, and appointed to employment 
or olilce by the lieutenant-governor 
in council; provided always, that this 
act shall not apply to any jierson who, 
having .'illaliied the age of forty-five 
.\-ears or ujiwards and iiot having pre- 
viously lieen a memlx'r of the public 
service, shall at an^■ lime hereafter bo 
a|)polnled to any oltlee or onii>loymcnt. 
Question of Classification 
Since this bill has been before tho 
house, (be (pieslii.m most frecpii.'Utlyi 
asked by civil servanis is: Wnat clas.'< 
am 1 in, and what rate must 1 jiay'.' 
Now, 1 may .^ay that the jiowiu- of 
regulating the Tate Is reserved to th<! 
1 leu tenant - governor- in -conneil. 1 liave 
not .•i(tenii)ted to bring about a classi- 
fication, and beginning witli the treas- 
ury and Willi m.y own deparlmont we 
hope to bring about -wluit may a.t the 
first bo called a' skeleton plan, while 
the apiioinlment of a registrar and of 
examiners will ijrovhlo what wdll prao- 
licall,\- eiiiiKllUile a board of examin- 
ers, whose special duty It shall be on 
the part of the government to classi- 
fy the service and btlhir- about a 
proper ro-adju.'stment " In, obndltions. 
(Hear, h^tir.) ^ 

Otir iJlvU serWce, sir, has grown up 
as it wafers In siich a h^lphaKara way 
during tho development of this coun- 
try, that a great deal of Irregularl'ty 
and almost neceijsarlly oxlsts in all its 
branchdfi, .and tho emoltmients for do- 
ing, oxftetly the same class of work 
vary tnafbrlally In different places, and 
I't is one of the objects of this bill to 
Introduce, some real nnlforniity In 
these respects, always, however, ivlth 
due regard to the clrcumstance.i in 
which these oCt'ltilals live. (Hear, hear.)

The deputy heads 
vyflll :bo. defined practically by order- 
In- cqnncll,:; and I have left this to the 
execjitiy§i|govornmont under sub-sec- 
tlOft"(Sl In, section 3S, which is as fol- -: 
lo-t^s: , -l'*6"i!' prescribing and fixing the 
itatus, kuthority. and duti6^, of deputy 
beads of /diapairtment. as;a\6iass, or of 
each deputy head of department and 
of chief clerks as a class, or of each 
chief clerk, subject always to tho pro- 
visions of any act of the legislative 
assemibly for the time being In force. 
Reason For Proviso. 
My reason for making thi.s proviso 
v/as that there are many men who, al- 
though they are not called deputy- 
heads, neverthele'as v do , the work of 
dpputj^-jiieads; and ;, who- might, with 
somo ■fatrhe& ;M'"el*Ssea as second or 
third' clAss 'dfepiity'headS: . This Oc- 
curs for instance, in* the trea.5ury de- 
partment, -where are,found,men .who 
aro practically deputy-heads in the 
sense that they havo under them sep- 
arate departments — separate, X mean, 
in tho sense that they are distinctly 
separated from the imtnediate admin- 
istration of the finances of the prov- 
ince. There are a]BO In the lands and 
works department the engineer of 
l)ubiic works and the surveyoi" gener- 
al, who may also bo classed as heads 
of dc.partuionts. 

Term "OfRoer." 
The "term "oHleer," as ysod In this 
bill, includes the mein'bers of any other 
elass In our civil service who may owe 
.hlls employment to the fact that he 
pos.-je.-ised somo particular' technical 
knowledge, and who consequently Is In 
a position to dictate the terms 
whlcli he will enter the service, such 
as the provincial mim-raloglst and the 
head of the provincial board of health 
with one or two others, who may be 
called specialists, and placed in a class 
by themselves. 

Clerks In Four Classes. 
I have graded the clerks Into four 
classes. The chief clerk. I«, a3 It were, 
tho EUb'taead in his depairtrtent, And 
djerks ibeginning with $iBOO, -which is 
the lowest salary, will receive yearly 
increases of $60, until their salaries 
reach the figure of $900, the maximum 
of that class. If found deserving, he 
can then bo promoted into the third 
class, with the same rate of increase, 
until the maximum of $1,200 is reach- 
ed, and so on— rthe maximum,, for the 
second class being $1,500, and for the 
first Glass $1,^00. 

Grading and Pramotions. 
It 1.--, impossible, sir, to specify fully 
tho grades In each class, but further 
on, under the supervision of the exec 
utlve council, all tho clerks In the ser- 
vice will be graded and -receive the 
benefits of its provisions. 

Promotions, as far as this may be 
possible, will depend upon examlna^ 
tion results -and Upon merit. (Hear, 
hoar.) Unfortunately, in our civil ser- 
vice at the present time, claim for 
promotion chlelly rests upon length of 
service, and Is without reference to 
merit. (Hoar, hear.) And one of tho 
objects of this measure is to ensure 
the recognition Of merit in the- ser- 
vice. : 

Superannuation Fund 
In addition to all this, provi«ioii is 
made for a . superannuation fund, and 
this is perhaps the hai-dest' of all the 
problems to settle in a satisfactory 
way. (Hear, liear.) This system -has 
been tried in various countries. In 
some it has been successful, while in 
others it has met with failure. But 
I think tliat we fiave manage.d to 
evolve a scheme, which in the .sonio- 
vvhat simple conditions of our service, 
will be effective from the very begin- 
ning, and in this respect that a suf- 
ficient fund for the payment of an- 
nuities wlU exist, (Hear, hear.) And 
in order to place -It upon a proper 
basis, the sum of $200^000 is sst aside 
from the funds In the treasury, tho 
Interest upon which will be always 
available. Ih addltloni civil servants 
will Bft expected to pay tho lower two 
and a half, and the higher three per 
cent, of tlie salaries which they re- 
ceive, into the superannuation fund. 
The minister of iflnance "will have 
charge of this fund, and will rein- 
vest it In tho interest of the service. 
Rests With Executive 
.Superannuation will take place al 
a Certain age, but will nol necessarily 
be compulsory, but compulsory retire- 
ment from tile service ina.v be brought 
about through an order of tho Lieu- 
tenant-Governor in Council. Tho 
simple fact lli.'il a, man has served the 
province for 25 or o3 years, does not 
of necessity mean that either tlie 
value of his services or his abilities 
have ceased. (Hear, hear.) We have 
had men for much longer terni.s in 
the service, and they are still inval- 
uable, and in order to give tho gov- 
ernment tlio .advantage of retaining 
the services of such men, I have made 
their retirement optional with the 
executive. AVhilc on the other hand, 
provision is made for the retircjment 
of men, who look upon the servlcn 
more as a sinecure thiin a field in 
which lliey aro expected to make full 
and projjer use of their abilities. 
(Ilear, hear.) I.Tiifortunn lely we have 
all sorts and condillons of men in the 
service, and unfortunatol.v, also, we 
havo some of the class which I have 
just described, (Hear, hoar.) 
Promotion by Merit 
Promotion froMfi one to the other 
grade will bo through merit, and If 
three or four clerks reach the, same 
grade at the same time, regard will 
be had in detefhltnihg upon proriio 
lion to their respefetive merits. (Hear, 
hear.) Dismissals are provided for, 
and unless this Is consequent upon 
crimihal acts, such persons will bo 
allowed to draw from the superan 
nuation fund what they have actually 
paid into it in the evt?nt of retlremciil, 
owing to some Infirmity, a gratuity 
ba.sed on tha avOrage salary of tho 
then preceding three yeafs* which wijl 
bo about three per cent, more than 
iMXft been paid, ihto the fUnd, Will be 
paid. Provision is i^Iso made for the 
appointment of a. registrar and of ex- 
amim:rs, and during: ^lie coming sum- 
mer, the woirking out of -.thi^i Impor- 
tant p-.irt of, the Eiot win be the most 
ImporiAnt 'and'Mhe- most pressing duty 
to be i-performed. Other 'speoial work, 
which remains to be donoy Inoludes the 
grading of tlie yhlghdr servlco, tho 
elimination of somO/' 'and . the promo- 
tion of othef^i. Ahd' it is to be liojiod 
that at th6 beginning of the next 
fiscal ,voar, 'When this act will tako 
effect, tho service may bo so graded 
that wo will bo In a position to start 
With as clean a sheet as can reason- 
ably bo expected in- such a mixed con- 
dition of affairs. (Hear, hear.) I beg. 
sir, to submit- tho,': rafiiasure to tho 
house with those few observations. I 
anticipate. ; a ; ; very ' free , discussion 
upon'vlt," and ,wlU be" pleased to con- 
sider ■seriously ahy..: aniehdrpent that 
vmy ho plac6d upoh;itli6;,- Order paper, 
I liavo great ploasur.«?, sir, ,ln inov- 
Ing the second rcadlnB bf this bill. 
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Attacks Principal. 
C. W. Munro (Chill Iwack) attacked 
the principle by whicli $200,000 was set 
aside for tho superannuation fund and 
asked if this did not smack of class 
legislation. If tlio civil servants of 
the province •\vere not paid enough let 
the province pay them enough, but if 
they have a special claim to this re- 
tiring allowance let it bo denionstratod. 
Why were they to receive special con- 
sideration? He would prefer to sup- 
port a measure looklngr to old ago pen- 
sions than the present one. He asked 
if the civil servants were -more de- 
serving than the sclfooi teadMers, the 
ho-spital nurses or other classes of tho 
community. He would prefer to see 
'something in the nature of state as- 
surance rather than to have all classes 
of the commuhlty taxed to behefit a 
single class of citizens. At the present 
time young men of good family were 
anxious to obtain positions in the serr 
vice and there was no necessity to lend 
additional adducements to them to en- 
ter It. 

Congratulates Government.;, 

In discussing the bill A. H. B. Mac- 
govvan stated that-iie bad no Intention 
of raalcing any -Very long speech. There 
had -Been too much of this during tho 
past few weeks. It had been In .the 
nature of a tongue -storm and ^either 
side had equally erred. ^ - 

He congratulated the m]|nl8ter. bring- 
ing down the bill '(Hon. Vt, YoUng) for 
the stand which .he^had taken In leav- 
ing the bill open',.to amendment^,:: He 
congratulated, him UDon bis courage in 
brihglnlr'lt down'£nd"he congratiilaied 
tho* government which (dtood back of it.

In Belgium there was a compulsory 
assessment and in addition an appro- ' 
priatlon. Tho retiring allowance was' 
fixed by multiplying one-sixtieth ot 
the salary for the preceding five yoarst 
by the number of years' of service. >■ 
In Great Britain the fund was, up un"-; 
til 1810, • by -voluntary (contributlonsj 
In 1829 an enactment provided that, 
the employee should pay two and a- 
half per. cent.., In 1859 the government 
assumed then totabresponsibilily. 

The' British civil servant was en- 
titled, after ten ycar.s' service, to a 
pension of 10-GOths of his salary unless 
he had been recently promoted. Iii 
that case ho receives 10-60ths of his 
average salary for the la-st three years, i; 
This increased oiie-sixtieth for each 
successive year up to a maximum of 
two-thlrds of his-final salary. ■ 
Business Men* Follow., y 
A. further esamlnatlon of the sub- 
ject proved that'tinany. In fact, most of 
the leadlng.'..rallroads, telegraph ■ and 
ca'ble companies' as well as nearly all 
the most Important- banks, had estab- 
lished Bom6 system of superannuation. 

Hard-headed, thoughtful business

It was every, day becoming apparent 
tha;t -It was one of: the first duties of 
employers and othc'rs responsible for 
the administration of public affairs to 
see that provision was imade for the, 
con-ifort of old and inacapacitated em-, 
ployees.

ers of help. Political bias and feelings 
should be set aside, and in-,this,hQUso 
of forty- two members a most.serlou.s. 
consideration should be given tq SlllS' , .:

such as would be an example to the 
world for completeness and breadth 
should be inaugurated.

Civil Service, Reform, 
He referred to a fe-w of tho countries 
which had adopted civil service reform 
in their government. 

Australia by its public service act of 
1902 had recognized four divisions, tho 
administrative division which included 
all permanent heads and chief officers^» 
the professional divisions, the duties of 
Which fe<iulred some .special skili or 
teohnioal knowledge i tli* clerical divi- 
sion and the general division, compris- 
ing all positions below the grade of 
clerk. 

Austria In which the principal re- 
quirement was that all candidates shall 
have been thoroughly educated In the 
schools and higlier institutions of 
learning iu tho country, had examina- 
tion as a prerequisite. 
In Belgium a candidate must produce 
ertiflcates from his school or univer- 
sity in lieu of which he must pass an 
exa mination. 

In China there liad been an educa- 
tional test and examination for cen- 
turies. 

In Denmark, custom, having the 
force of law, demanded that applicants 
for clerkships should be graduates 
from universities In politleal economy 

or ItLW. 

In France and Germany there were 
also examinations set b.v law as in j 
most of tho soU'-govcrning colonies of 
the empire. 

He loll (3reat Britain to the last. The j 
s.Nstem of administration which had 
been adopted in that land with its 
real dependencies had been the ad- 
miration of all. One of the greatest 
triuniidis of the nineteenth century in 
Great liritaln had been tho civil ser- 
vice reform which gave such evidences 
of British justice, love of liberty and 
education and brought out her true hu- 
manity and national vigor. Tremen- 
dous power was exerted agtiinst this 
measure. Amongst those who opjios- 
ed it were members of parliament, 
jealous of their power, political wire- 
pullers were fearful of losing their pull 
and the clergy demanded that the reli- 
gious tests which had boon In force 
until 18,28, be atllL glyen place. 

In 186S Palnierstori's'admlnlstrallon 
gave .orders that att Order in council 
should be published Whidh provided 
for the appointment of a. oOmmlssioner 
to examine applicants for the civil 
sorvWe. 

In 18tO 11 Was provided that compe- 
titive examinafiOna should be held. The 
change of opinion with regard to civil 
service reform was never equalled aavo 
perhaps with regard to that which took 
place- regarding the .slave trade, 
Object of Superannuation. 
The ])i-incipal object of a retiring or 
superaniuia.tlon systom is to assist 
toward a mutually satisfactory closing 
ot any term of employment. 

Either employer or employed might 
want to terminate connection. Kinidoy- 
crs ceased to have use for the aged, 
hitlrm or inefficient, and the service 
sulferod by their continuance. The 
employee who h;ul iiossibly gi\'en 
many ot his best years' services con- 
sldere'S.ho was entitled to some consid- 
eration upon retirement. It might be 
cliilmed that dlsthlssal should prompt- 
ly follow tho 6mploye6B becoming In- 
competent from, any, cause. „'.R,Hils made 
a most dlfflpijltjfpOHltlon, particularly 
for the oho f ih^'dharge or atttliorit.v, 
and a diaohargedr employee was likely 
to make trouble, . : ■

'1 THE GROUND CLEARED. 

. I' The ground is bemg- cleiirecl at last 
> in regard to tlio attitudo ol tho Do- 
minion governiiient on the question of 
Japanese inimlgration, and we are 
able to discuss it without laying our- 
selves open to a charge of misrepre- 
sentation. A few days ago the Col- 
onist printed a resolution moved in 
the House oC Connnons l)y Mr. R. L.. 
, Borden, in which were recited the 
"circumstan''e« under which Canada 
.|acceptea the Japanese treaty without 
sany reservation of the right to 
Xregulate the Immigration of Japanese 
into Canada. Yesterday we had a 
London despatch containing- a .state- 
ment upon the same subject by Mr. 
Winston Churchill, Under-Secretary 
oC State for the Colonies. His state- 
ment is of .such Import-.nice that we 
reproduce it. He said: "In l!)Or>, when 
tlie Canadian government miscd tho 
ciuestion of their adherence to the 
treaty with Japan, tho former secre- 
tary of state inquired whether 'they 
were prepared to adhere to the whole 
treaty without reservation, or wished 
to udliere subject to limitations re- 
specting immigiation and other mat- 
;ters as to -which stipulations were 
made when Queensland adhered to it. 
The Canadian government replied that 
they were prepared to adhere abso- 
lutelj-, and without reserve." 

This seems to dispose of the posi- 
tipn , taken ;by Sir Wilfrid Laurier to 
Vilie -' effect ' that what . Japan might have 
' consented 'io in 1?98 she might de- 
cline in 1905. It is to be assumed 
tiiat tlio Secretary of State for 
the Colonies in. 1905, Si.r Alfred Lyt- 
telton, ' would ijot ' have ' asked - this 
guestiph -Vof itlie -Dominion authorities', 
if effect cpuld not have been given to 
' a request for the inclusion in the 
treaty, as 'far as it related to Canada, 
of such conditions as had been made 
applicable to Queensland. The re- 
•■ flisal' of .the Dominion government to 
iask for such conditions can only be 
explained on the supposition that 
they did not wish to have them, for 
the fact that such provisions might 
be in the treaty would nut necessarily 

■ compel Canada to legislate against 
Japanese Irnijrtgratlon. In fairness 
iSlr Wilfrid Xiaurler's defence of his 
action must be given. Substantially 
what he claims is that the Queens- 
land arrangement Is coupled with a 
right on the part of Japan, and we 
assume on. the part^bf Queensland, to 
revoke itbe l treaty, .80 far as It relates 
to Queensland, on six months' notice, 
whereas it is revocable as far as it 
relates to tho United" Kingdom only 
after twelve months' notice. While 
th§"^ difference of -six months' time in 
this particular is riot very material, 
the' federal Premier construes the 
action of Japan in changing the 
length ol",' notice in the case oC 
Quoen.s'lund as equivalent (o a declar- 
ation that she would regard hostile 
legislation on the subject of immigra- 
tion as such a violation of the spirit 
of the treaty that it would be termin- 
ated at the earliest. i)ossil')li-- (la\'. Sir 
Wilfrid said that, it' the riglU was re- 
served in the treaty to restrict Jap- 
anese immigration, public opinion 
would compel the enactment o£ re- 
strictive legislation, and hence the 
commercial 'advantages ot the treaty 
would be lost. He preferred, there- 
fore, to accept the treaty as it stood 
with a friendly assurance from 
Japan, rather than run the risk of 

.having the treaty abrogated, as tar as 
it relates to Canada, Ijeeause Parlia- 
ment gave effect to Cana(ii:in public 
i;entinient on the subject of .Tapanese 
immigration. Wo do not think that 
the warmest supporter of tho federal 
Premier can take exception to this 
statement ot his views. Therefore, 
we may witli perfect fairneas state 
his position to be as follows: 

He deliberately elected to tie tho 
hands of tho Canadian people in all 
matters connected with Japanese Im- 
migration, by assenting to a treaty 
under wlilch it is impossible for the 
Parliament of Caniida to pass re- 
strictive legislation, and the Domin- 
ion government is bound to disallow 
any provincial legislation Intended 
for the same purpose. 

This'' Is an Intelligible position. It 
makes clear the whole course pursued 
by the present Dominion government 
upon this question. That It Is in 
jl; keeping with - Sir Wllfrlfl Laurlcr's 

■ views of Oriental Immigration, we 
have abundant evidence. We quote 
again from his speech in the House 
of Commons on December IStli: "i 
ask my honorable friend from East 
Grey, since he has taken some inter- 
est in this matter, l£ he does not 
know as well as I that the people of 
British Cohimbla arc averse to hav- 
ing any Asiatic immigration. I regret 
this position ot tlie people there." As 
we said In. a pf evlotis reforehcS to this 



quotation, it la absolutely frank.. The 
value of it is that it shows the. point 
of view from which the Premier ap- 
proached the consideration of the 

Japanese treaty, tf he had shared 
la the feelings of the people of this 
province, his llrst thought would have 
been to reserve the right of restricting 
immigration and then have entered 
into a'.^cqmmei'elaj ti^at^.' tPj^^^ his 
mind' Chere is ' nbVtjjjjeo'tlon; n'dt 'only 
to Japanese immigration, but to any 
Asiatic immigration. lie believes it 
to be in the interest of the country 
that Orientals shall be alio,)yed^ to 
come in. He may be willing torestrlot 
tlicni under pressure, just as after 
niueli pressure from this province he 
acceded to the reciue.st to put on a 
$500 head tax. on Chinese. But per- 
sonally he thinks wo are mistaken, as 
Is shown not only by his language 
above quoted, and by the statement 
made in his RussoU Theatre speech, 
in wlilch he took pains to tell tlie peo 
plo of this province that he does not 
share their views on this question, but 
by the policy of disallowance which 
he has exercised in regard to restric- 
tive legislation passed by this pro- 
vince afid by the fact that he has 
never originated any movement in the 
direction of restriction nor taken any 
steps in that direction, until after pro- 
longed and Insistent pressure. On no 
occasion, since he carnc into power, 
now more than elc\'en years ago, lias 
Sir. Wilfrid Laurier ot his own motion 
exhibited the slightest inclination to 
restrict Oriental immigration, but on 
the contrary, when an opportunity 
was afforded him to reserve the right 
tn restrict it in the case of Japan, he 
deliberately rejected it. And the rea 
son tor his rejection was that he 
wished to make It Impossible for Bri- 
tish Columbia to put pressure upon 
him to which political exigencies 
would compel him to yield. 

In regard to the claim that Japan 
would view restrictive legislation 
contrary to the spirit of the treaty and 
give notlto o|; Its, abrogatloij, we ,do 
not think' the point Is well taken. If 
the right had been reserved and a law 
like the Natal Act had been passed 
with a clause empowering tho Gov- 
ernor-General to bring it' into force 
against such people as he might deem 
expedient, negotiations' ' Could have 
been carried on with Japan just as 
they have been and an agreement could 
have been reached just as it has l)een; 
but there would have been this dif- 
fersric.e/ t.iip pe.Qple of Canada would 
have ^ retained the right to say ' who 
may and who may not come Into the 
country instead of permitting tho gov- 
ernment of Japan to exercise that au- 
thority so far as the subjects of that 
country are concerned. If the reten- 
tion by Canada of this right of self- 
government had proved to be .so re- 
pugnant to Japan that the treaty would 
have been abrogated, wo would have 
to be content with losing the treaty. 
But we do not believe any such dif- 
liculty would have arisen. The Jap- 
anese treaty is not all for the benelit 
of this country, and if llr. Leniieux; 
when he went to Toklo, had had hehin(i 
liim legislation of the kind referred to, 
we venture to believe that he would 
not have found his mission rendered 
any the more dltlicult thereby. 

We have endeavored to state the 
case witli perfect fairness. Nothing 
Is gained by misrepresenting tho:u> 
U'ith whose views we dq not liappen to 
agree. The dilferenee between Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier and tho n\aji:irity of the 
licople of British Columbia on tliis 
(luestion is fundamental. Their views 
eaimot be reconciled. The line of 
cleavage is absolutely distinct. U is, 
of course, too soon to say wh(.-ther or 
not tills (piostion will be obscured by 
others at the ensuing Dominion elec- 
tions, but if the peoi)le of the province 
are given an opportunity to jironounce 
squarely upon it, there is not a single 
constituency in the province that will 
not send the Liberal candidate down 
to ignominious defeat. 



' OUR WATER SUPPLY 

Our evening contemporary, it seems 
to us, Is rather unfortunate in the 
spirit with wiiich it apiiroaehes tho 
discussion of an im|)ro\'ed water suii- 
ply. There is an old saying about how 
much better off we all would be. If 
our foresight were as good as our hind- 
sight. Almost any one, who is not a 
fool, can be v, ise after the event. ^Vh^lt 
might have happened if we had had 
■ ;l keen incorruptible intelligence at 
the head of the Victoria Water Works 
system from the Inception of the work" 
wo do not know, and must remain un- 
able to guess until <iur contemporary 
grows more siieclllc. If it means that 
the service hat; been in hands that were 
both incapable and corrupt, we shall 
have to ask it for proof on tho latter 
point especially. Probably some er- 
rors have been made; we do not thinl-c 
there can' bo any doubt upon that 
point, 1ml that they have been cor- 
luptly made we absolutely decline to 
believe. Apparently our.contsmRprary 
does not' like tho Idea of salt-water 
protectl'm for the congested area, al- 
though it does not say so in so iniiny 
words, but It describes a system in 
which special protection of that nature 
forms a part as a "thing of shreds and 
patches," which reads very much like 
as though the article were vvi'ltten to 
afford an njjportunlty to bring in the 
(luotalion. Now York, wliich has an 
enormous snrjjlus of fresh water, la 
spending millions to proylde fpR salt- 
water protection of the congested busi- 
ness district, and more than a hundred 
municipalities in the British Dominions 
are investigating New York's plan. 
They do not appear to be deterred by 
the possibility that some bright critic 
may .say such a' plan Is a 'thing of 
shreds and patches. They are 'foolish 
enough to think that the' Hrst thing 
to do' .with a flrb, Is to put It but. . 



Cynicism Is not amiable and It Is a, 
serious" obstacle to' the jjrolitablo dis- 
cussion of;: any 'subject. We assume 
that the gentlemen 'who are endeavor- 
ing to provide the city with better fire 
protection are honest In their eH'orts. 
If wo are not bound to assume that 
their IrjfelllgrMce;^^^ 
than^tha't of other people,' we' may 'at 
least take it for granted that it Is "In- 
corruptible." In other words, they are 
probably trying to do their best. Their 
host may not bo at all equal to our 
contemporary's best, but unhappily for 
the city, its people , have dele^^ated to 
otiiers than our cdhteiriporary the duty 
of looking after such, things. There- 
fore, when these gentlemen make pro- 
posals,- lot us try to treat them as 
propositions emanating from persons 
of at least average intelligence and 
ovory day honesty. Let us weigh their 
suggestions carefully, and. If they ap- 
pear erroneous, let us point out the er- 
rors, l^ut do not let us approach such 
a serious .subject v.'itli ii sneer. An ef- 
fort has been made with cmisiderablo 
success to awaken a new interest In 
civic alTairs, but the very iiersoiis, 
whom we want most to see at the head 
of affairs, will remain aloof if tliey are 
to be iiie victims of flliipaiil c.\'nieism. 

No one pretends tliat our water sys- 
tem, even with tlie Iniiirovenients au- 
thorised by the l)y-la\\ recently adopt- 
eil, will be what we ought to have, but 
the ratepayers have given their verdict 
and it ia the duty of us all to see that 
effect is given to It in the best possible 
way. In common with, the Times, we 
did not think the by-liiw Judicious, but 
a sufficient number of the ratepayers 
thought otherwise to bring It Into ef- 
fect. Therefore, we must deal wttji 
things as they are, not as in our wis- 
dom, which Is, of course, superior to 
any one else's wisdom, we would like 
to have them. 



ARE THE CRUISERS COMING? 

Wo would like to know just how to 
answer the above question, but wo 
do not. Tlie Associated Press has been 
officially asked to deny the latest re- 
port that a squadron of cruisers Is to 
conxo here In May, and yet the rumors 
to tho contrary are per.'slstent. There 
are no signs of preparation tor the 
coming of such a. squadron, but we do 
not, know that any are necessary that 
need be undertaken at the present 
time. The onl.v thing wc can at pres- 
ent think ol", whicli would seem to 
call for early attention If a largo 
squadron Is coming here, is an in- 
crease in tho stock of Welsh coal on 
hand, and as far as wc can learn no 
orders have been placed for such a 
supply, but that is a matter that would 
hardly be called pressing. It it Is the 
intention of the Admiralty to send a 
number of ships out .to this coast in 
tlie course of four or five months, not 
very much time 'can elapse before the 
necessary orders will be given for that 
purpose. Presumably tlici ships are 
ready to go to sea at short'' not ice, biit 
It would be an extraordiniiry thing If, 
at a time of peace, they w'ere hui-ried 
away with only the briefest notice to 
tho3e concerned. Wo suppose that 
about thirty days would havo to be 
allowed for the voyage, so there is 
plenty of time for orders to be given 
and the ships to get here at the time 
mentioned. 

In view of the very specific state- 
ment of the Admiralty, or at least we 
suppose It is tho Admiralty that re- 
quested tho Associated Press to deiiy 
tlie latest report, it would be iinwi.-e 
to assume tliat tlie .shiiis referred 
to in the telegrams are coming. 
NVe may all be aljle to suggest many 
excellent re;isons why they should \ 
come. We m;iy all believe that the | 
.'\dmlralt.v will shortly realize, if it 
has not alie.idy realised, the necessity 
of Croat liritain beiii.g I'epreseiited in 
t'ae .Nurtli I'aclfie ocean by a strong 
squadron. Our special JiOndon corres- 
pondent sa>'s that three cruisers are 
coming. One of them carrying the flag i 
of Rear Admiral Inglefield will come 
to tho coast in May, on a more or less 
extended visit. His letter will bo 
found on the marine page of thl.s 
morning's issue.

avowedly Liberal, should be su.stalned, 
It will not follow lliat. the I^ilierals will 
carry the previiier at the Dominion 
elections, but If the Opposition win, it 
will certainly show that liie Conser- 
vatives may reasoualily si-t I ho pro- 
vince down as safe so far as the House 
of Coinmon.s is coiici-rncd. Tlie silua- 
tloii in New Brunswick has alwa.vs 
been peculiar, Xn none of the provinces 
has the personal equation counted for 
its much in politics. Going bacli thirty 
years or so, w-e lind New- Brunswick 
adhering sla.uiiehly lo .Sir J,efiii.'U-d 
'IMIley. tiu-n it followed George J'). King 
almost iii'idieilh'; after him came .\. 
C. Blair, who did whatsoever he liked 
with it. lAIr. Blair's mantle fell upon 
My. lilmmersim, but did not lit liliii very 
well. Now Mr. I'ugsley is trying to 
wear It, with what measure of success 
remains to bo seen. After I\Ir, King 
was elevated to tho bench, tlie Con- 
sorvativoH ot the iirovlnco were never 
very liapjiy In their eholi-e of leaders. 
A, A, Stockton luul ability and cliar- 
acter enougli, hut he laclicd physical 
streiigtli and death claimed him.

The lips are com- 
pletely hidden by a sandy mou.stache 
and imperial. AVhen lie speaks ho op- 
en.s his mouth wide, and tho voice is- 
sues sharply and liimatiently, rauc- 
ous and grating in tone, strident, 
loo, rising above the burr of conversa- 
tion like the tearing of a saw. 

^llo direct.5 the affairs of the greatest 
railway, concern in tho world, and he 
w6ul6. dlr'6'ct'wlth an eqtial .success tHo 
affairs of the British Empire.

Those Who 
remember the happy endings of past 
discussions in this me mosv •eoniyiotuiy 
organized ot all our Industries and tho 
power of tactful compromise so re- 
peatedly displayed by both parties 
have, nevertheless, ample warrant for 
still regarding ultimate peaco as ine- 
vitable and war as iinpossujie tlu it 
shall actually have come to pass. It 
would indeed be peculiarly lamentable 
If a general struggle should be the is- 
sue of tlio present difficulties. A great 
dLspute in tho cotton trad4 will cer- 
tainly bring to the front the question 
o£ tho public interest In industrial 
peaco and will illustrate more clearly 
than anything else tho reactionary na- 
ture of tho priu6lpal social measure 
of the government's first session. Tho 
Trades DIspptes Act gives Irresponsi- 
bility to industrial assoolatlona wheth- 
er of employers ois' employed. Its spli^It 
Is that of .leaving those unions freer 
than before to fight out their own bat- 
tles without regard to the public inter- 
ests, Tho legislation recommended by 
tho Royal Commission and required by 
the times was inspired by the exactly 
contrary spirit of recogni-slng indus- 
trial combination as a force to be con- 
trolled and used with due regard to the 
common welfare. It cannot be doubted 
that sooner or later tho stop backward 
of the Trades Disputes Act will need 
to be retracted in spirit if not in form, 
and tho powers of unions, whether of 
employers or employed, become onco 
moro coupled with responsibility for 
the method of their use. 

London Daily Mull— The events of 
tho first days of 190S have already ; 
clearly shown that the question of Mo- i 
rocco will throughout the year con- i 
tlnuo to be the diplomatic issue en- I 
gaging the attention of tho European 
governments. The situation Is full of 
curious possibilities, yet oven now it 
Is possible to indicate certain broad 
lines of policy which will probably bo 
developed in course of time.

The point 
may, however, well arise very shortly 
i whether Hafld may not make a bid 
for German s.vmpathy or whether Ger- 
man policy nia,v not deem it wisa .to

London Daily Kxpress — Mr. Walter 
Long, M. P., leader of tho Irish Union- 
ist party, has written a remarkable ar- 
ticle for the "Saturday Review" In 
Which he declares that- the present 
condition of Irish politics calls for the 
very serious ahd prompt attention'Sof 
the electorate of this country. "Is thli 
country prepared to offer no effectual 
criticism when lawless acts are freely 
committed in Ireland and apparently 
no real effort is made by the Govern- 
ment to check them '!" he a.sked.

The lecturer declared that until men 
vote as they i)ray Ihcy will never ac- 
complish any good work. Tho legl.sla- 
turc is bound to give tiio people tho 
riglit to Voto on the tjuostion of 
whether the saloon .shall stay or be 
forever banished and she exhorted her 
hearcr.s to put righteous men in tljo 
itgislatlvo assembly who can bo trust- 
ed to give righteous legislation. 
Russian Oppress'ron 
-Miss .Marcutt lectured upon tlio 
topic "Hus.sia and Its Island Trison, 
Sagaalien." .She is the only Hritlsh 
^voman wlio has visited thli} Kussian 
convict prison, and her account of tho 
"Isle ot tlie l.ost" as S.-ighalieii has 
been called, was interesting. She gave 
a brief outline of the Ilusslan charac- 
ter, and discussed tho illiterate con- 
dition of the peasant, and said tliat 
tho ignorance and superstition, so 
promlneiit a part of the Itussian char- 
acter, •wa.s fostered, b^ tlio government, 
in ordeir that the p'edple could be held 
down by the most autocratic of admin- 
istrations. For generations this pol- 
icy had been pursued but how tho 
seed sown wa.s bearing, fruit. Revolu- 
tion stalked through the land and tho 
t^mpire of the czar's is tottering. This 
policy of oppression was mainly re- 
sponsible for tho peopling of Siberia. 
For many years crio'.lnals and politi- 
j cal i)risoners had been sent into that 
portion of tho empire of v.-hlch there 
wa.u a very false opinion iield by many. 
It was a country which could right- 
fully be called the Canada of Kiisslo. 
Wltli tho building of tho trans-Slbe.-ia 
railroad llic country had received a 
great impetjis and today populous cit- 
ies, well built and enterprising, were 
.sin'iligliig up on ever.v hand. Every 
variety of soil and product was found 
and the government was making every 
effort to colonize this va.it tract of 
country. It was owing to tho great 
expense and difficulty of guarding tho 
froivtier and of sending i)rlsoners to 
Siberia that Russia finally settled 
upon the Island of Saghulien as a con- 
venient and satisfactory spot tP which 
to ,';and her thousands of ,<jffenders. 
Thirty-three years ago -a .cotnmlssion 
was sent to visit tho island which 
tiieii belonged to Japan, but with the 
usual grasping methods adopted by 
Russia in tlio far east slio simply an- 
nexed tho island, giving to Japan In 
return a number of Islands absolutely 
worthless. 

The Isle of the Lost 
At tlic conclusion of the Japanese - 
! RuHso war Japan would have recov- 
erecj the Island had it not been for tho 
intervention of some of tho western 
powers. I'wo years ago when sVio 
visited Saghallen there wero some 30,- 
000 prisoners confined there, 13,000 of 
whom had been sentertced to Imprl.^- 
onment for murder. In all her travc^ls 
.-•he had never seen such a place, and 
she declared she never wished to see 
11.^ Ilko again. She gave a short word 
picture of tho hardships encountered 
by the )>risoners, of there meeting a 
Scotsman who had amassed a fortimo 
in the bu.siness of curing lierrings to 
be used as fertilizers, of meeting a 
refined wuinan who, with her husViaiid. 
was living on the island in dally dread 
of being murdered by tho desperate 
convicts. To protect themselves they 
were forced to sleep with loaded re- 
volvers by their sides. 

Miss Muriaitt spent a week upon the 
Island and during that time seventeen 
murders were comniilt(;d. The treat- 
ment of pri.soners was brutal in the 
e.xtreiiie but ov.'lng to the groat sec".-ecy 
maintained by the Uussian govern- 
ment few if any details of the cruel 
system of handling prisoners ever 
lealcfd nut, A large percentage of the 
criminals held at Saghallen owed their 
downfall to the curse of liquor. All 
countries could show the same condi- 
tiiiii of affairs, of tiiousands of crim- 
inals whoso wrecked lives wero the 
direct result Of the saloon and tho 
liquor traffic. When she saw tho 
great Indifference shown by tho peo- 
ple of this and other countries to the 
misery, 'poverty and wretchedness 
caused by tho traffic she was some- 
times discouraged. The greatest curse 
and detriment to the work of the gos- 
pel was, she declared, Indifference. She 
told how, when the Galveston disaster, 
the Iroquois theatre firo in Chicago, 
and the Slocnin disaster at New York, 
'.■aused untold grief tliroughout tho en- 
tire United Slates, llie nation hinl ris- 
en as one ami lavished [in .Hymi)athy 
and aid upon tho sufferers and those 
connected with them, and she declared 
that when mankind could show such 
noble traits It in rainirislng tlie indif- 
forRiiro witli wiiich tlio liiiuor traffic" 
witli its attendant evils was regarded. 
Curse of Indifference 
"That traffic is filling the jails, 
wrecking tile hoipe.?, breaking souls 
and destroying tha boys and girls of 
Canada, How can the heart of tho 
nation remain 8tlll and not rise in its 
might and wipo out of oxistnnce tho 
liquor traffic?" Miss Mnreutt a.sked, 
and declared that if the peojile of Vic- 
toria would today shake off the apathy 
and indifference and act tomorrow tills 
city ^volll^l 1)0 a. clean city, a safe place 
for liio lioy and tlie girl. 

INIiss i\furcutt fleckired she had no 
hrird things to My of the siiloon man, 
who liad as much right to sell liquor 
as had the butcher to sell meat or_ the 
milkman to sell inillf, Init she had a 
groat deal to s.-ty against the business 
wliicii sho declared to be dishonest, in 
th.-it It gave no value for the money 
s])(>nt. 

l\lis.j iMurciitt stated that the \Y. C. 
T. II. was starling out on a. camiiaign 
against tho Ildiior traffic which would 
extend t lirniigliotit the province. ^V■ork- 
i-r.s ciHilil bo placed in tho flelil and 
funds were iieeiled. She ir^jpealed to 
all to cnntribiito v;luit the.v could to- 
witrds tlio fund, stating that not one 
ri'nt went to h«irself, .She dtKlaroil 
that no cause supported her. The union

REGULATIONS FOR 
■ THE ALBERT MEDAL 

History of Decoration Granted 
For Gallantry in Saving ' 

-■y.j,^ . Life,.at',Sp';|||'s;5^.|' 

The following amended regulation^ 
governing the granting of the Albert. 
Medal are publlahed in the provincial 
gazette. ; 

The Albert 'Medal was instituted by 
Royal Warrant dated 7th March, 1866, 
for the purpose of ■rewfu:dlngr,iby mark 
o'i Royal favor, heroic actions perform- 
ed on sea or land, i^;.; v : -j ' , ' 

This Warrant was .amendea;>toy oth- 
ers bearing date lath April, .1867, 30th 
April, 1877, 13th September, .1881, 12th 
March, 1801, and 24th' March, 1904, byi 
Koyal Warrant othJune, 1905, the fol-- 
lowing rules and ordinances wore es- 
tablished: 

I. It 'Is ordained that the decora- 
tions "for gallantry In saving life at 
sea," shall be styled "Tho Albert Med- 
al of the First Class" and "Tho Albert 
l^Iedal of the Second Class." 

L'. It is ordained that "The Albert 
Medal of the First Class," when con- 
ferred for gallantry in saving life at 
soa, shall consist of a gold oval-shaped 
badge or decin-ation, enamelled in darlt 
blue, with a monogram composed of 
the letters V and A, interlaced with 
an Anchor erect in gold, surrounded liy 
a garter in bronze, inscTibed in raised 
letters in gold, "For Gallantry for Sav- 
ing Life at Sea," and surmounted by 
a representatioii of tho Crown of His 
Royal Higliness the lamented ■ Prince 
Consort and suspended froVn a dark, 
blue riband of an inch and three- 
eighths in width with I'our white longi- 
tudinal stripes. 

3. It Is ordained that "The Albert 
Medal of the Second Class," wiien con- 
ferred for gallantry In saving life at 
sea shall consist of iSie like shaped en- 
ameilevl badge, 3ave and.e?:oept in this 
class li' shall, be entirely worked in 
bronze Instead of gold' and bronze, and 
shall be suspended from a dark blue 
riband of an Inch and three-eights ot 
an inch in width, with two white 
longitudinal stripes. 

4. It is ordained, that the medals 
shall only .be .awarded' to those of our 
faithful subjects and' othets Who, in 
savlnit or'ehdeavoTihg to save, the lives 
of others from shipwreck or other per- 
il^ of tho sea, have endangered their 
own lives, and that such award shall 
be made only on the recommendation 
to us by Our Principal Secretary of 
Slate for tho Homo Department: Pro- 
vided, always tliat the prciiminaTy 
steps and Inquiry concerning the 
award of either Albert Medal inscribed 
"For Gallantry in Saving Life at Sea,", 
shall, if the award be to any one be- 
longing to the Royal Navy or the 
Royal Marines, be wUli the Lords 
Commissioners of the Admiralty, and 
in other cases with the President of 
tlio Board of Trade. 

5. It is ordained that the names of 
those persons ujjon whom wo may be 
pleased to confer either of the Albert 
Medals inscribed "For Gallantry in 
Saving Life at Sea," shall be published 
in tho London Gazette, and that a reg- 
ister of the names of-^uch i; ojjltliesc 
liersons , ais. b.elqnk* to ,thiEy.?;o}!ai.?iavfy or 
the royal marines, snajft bct kept m tho 
office of the Lords Commissioners of 
the Admiraltj', and a register ,of the 
names of the persons not belonging to 
the royal navy or r.oyal marirtes upon 
wliom we may be pleased t6' confer 
either medal Inscribed as aforesaid, 
shall be kept In the office of the Board 
of Trade. 

G. It is ordained that the decoration 
for gallantry in saving lives endanger- 
ed otherwise than by perils of tho sea, 
ohall be styled "The Albert Medal of 
tho First Class" and "The Albert 
Modal of the Second Class," and shall 
be inscribecl "For Gallantry in Saving 
Life on Land." 

7. It Is ordained that "The Albert 
Medal of the First Cla.?s," when con- 
ferred for gallantry in saving life on 
land, shall consist of ^a gold ova! 
shaped badge or decoration, cnaniellod 
in crimson, with a monogram compos- 
ed of tho letters V and A, erect in 
gold, surrounded by a garter in hrot\7,e 
inscribed in raised letters of gold. "For 
Gallantry in Saving Life on Land, and 
surrounded by a representation of the 
Crown of His Royal Highness the la- 
mented Prince Consort, and suspended 
from a crimson riband of an inch and 
three-eighths in width. With fourwhite 
longitudinal slriijes. 

S. It is ordained that "Tho Albert 
i\Iedal of tho Second Class" when con- 
ferred for gallantry for saving life on 
land, shall consist of the like shaped 
enamelled badge, save and except that 
it shall bo entirely worked In bronze, 
instead of gold and bronze, and shall 
be suspended from a crimaon riband 
of an Inch and. three-eighths of an inch 
in width with two white longltudirui.1 
sti-ipes. 

1>. It is ordained that the names of 
those upon wdiom we may be pleased 
to confer either of tliose decorations 
shall be published in the London Ga- 
zette, and that a register thereof shall 
Ijo kept in the office of Our Principal 
Secretary of State for the Home de- 
partment. 

10. It Is ordained that the Modal.^ 
shall only bo awarded to those ot our 
faithful sub.iocts and (jthers who, in 
saving or endeavoring to save tho lives 
of others from accidents in mines, on 
railways, or at fires, or other jicril 
other than perils at sea, hav(> endang- 
ered their own lives and that such 
award .^liall be made onl>- on a recom- 
mendation to us hy Our Principal Sec- 
retary for tho Home Department. 

The following rules and ordinances 
aro ordained for the government of 
the decorations whether av.'arded for 
gallantry in saving lives at sea or on 
land: 

II. It Is ordained that "The Albert 
Medal of the First Class" shall bo con- 
fined to cases of extreme and heroic 
daring, and that the "Albert Modal of 
the Second Glass" shall . be given in 
cases which, ithough falling within the 
cases conteniplated by' this warrant, 
are not sufllolehtly 'distinguished to 
deserve "The Albert Medal o£ the First 

12. ' It is ordained that each medal 
shall be ■ suspended from tho left 
bre.ast. 

13. It is ordained that any act of 
gallantry wiilch Is worthy of rocognl- 
tloh by the award ot the Albert Medal 
but Is performed by one upon whom 
tho decoration has already boon con- 
ferred, may on a recommendation to us 
by our Prlncl|jal Secretary of State for 
the Home Department, be recorded by 
a bar attached to the riband by which 
tho medal Is suspended; and for every 
Htich additional act an additional luir 
mav bo added. 

11. In order to mal<e .such additional 
provisions as shall effectual l.v jirei.erve 
pure tho most honoral')lo decoration.'!, 
it is ordained that if any per.son on 
whom either of such decorations is 
conferred bo guilty of any crime or 
disgraceful cond^ict. which in oiu- judg- 



ment disqualifies him for. the same, his 
name, shall, b.v an especial warrant 
under our sign manual, be forthwith 
erased from the register of those upon 
whom the said decoratlori shall have 
been conferred, anfl his modal shall bo' 
forfeited. And every person to whom 
the 'said modal ijs given, shall, before 
receiving the same.-enter Itito an agree- 
ment- to returnit.he!'-same'!if ;'hls name 
shall be so ierased ;aSu,aforesaid under 
this regulation,,r;It , Is hereby further 
:deolafed''tha't ''vfe'v^^^^ and suct 

• cessbr|;t%Mll^,ba;^he sole.. j of the 
;6lit;umstanee demanding Such 'expul- 
sion. 'Mbredveri' We: shall at all times 
hav^ the.po'wer.tb ord.ev that any per- 
son who' m'ay 'at-any time have been 
expelled shall 'be restored to the en- 
joyment of the'''decoratlon. 

15. Tho warrants of the 7th March, 
"1806, the 12th Auril, 1SG7, tho 30th 
April :S77, the 13th September, 18S1, 
the 12th March, 1891, and the 24th 
March, 190't are herebr,-^ repealed.

WHERE WE THINK 



' Common opinion has it that the 
'thinking is done in the front part of 
the brain, so that a liigh forelioad 
means a lofty intellect. Coiiiinon 
opinion, it turn.s out, is precisely wrOng 
remarks a sci(;ntlfic man. More hard 
thinking is done at the back part of 
the head than anywhere else.

It' j-ou give free rein to your mother 
impul.so you will find yourself enter- 
ing into all yorts of games witli the 
interested, wide-eyed, I'esponsive baby. 
];on't think that a waste of time. Give 
up making pies and cakes and sewing 
elaburato clothes for baby or yourself, 
and give plenty of time to the active 
plays that develuj) your baby's mind 
and soul, and keej) you young and 
fresh — -fit to be his motljer. Do you 
think a vvornout, nervous, anxious wo- 
man is fit to be the mother of a 
young immortal soul'.' 

I'Yoebel, in his "Mother-Play Book," 
shows how the simple songs and games 
of the mother in unity with the child 
have in them the actual foundations of 
all later educational advance. Tou will 
never know your baby so well as by 
i)laying with bim; you will never en- 
joy him so much, and he will never get 
more from you than at this period. 

Motherhood is the highest education 
— far and away better than any college 
course. This play department which 
in the baby's fourth month first be- 
gins to appear distinctly, is the mo.st 
Important of all. It is not necessary, 
in prder to be a good mother, that we 
should know how to feed the baby 
properly, how to dress him, how to put 
liim to sleep and take him out, how trj 
keep him clean and healthy, but it is 
jusl as neeess.ary tliat we .should un- 
derstand him and lovo him. Koth un- 
derstanding and love find expression in 
play, and are fostered by it.

A iMassachusetls woman, Mrs. Ber- 
tha Elton, has petitioned the governor 
of tiiat state to talvo measures for tlie 
e.^tablishment of a department to reg- 
ulate and elevate home life. That 
there are many ways In which home 
life might be imiuovcd, not only in 
the United Statc^, but In Canada, l.s 
but too true. But the home cannot be 
ele\ ated and regulated by any other 
autliority than that of the mothers 
and fathers 'of the nation. Every good 
woman makes all the homes that cortie 
within the reach of her influence bet- 
ter. Every mh.n who does his duty by 
his wife and children helps to pre- 
.serve the old and high Ideals which 
iiro at the bottom of what Is best In 
our ■<'ivilr/,ation. 

If all the good wmnen, like Mrs. Kl- 
tun. who see and deplore the evils of 
society, were to .^in. themselves reso- 
lutely to work to make their own 
homes as nearly perfect as possible, 
they would accomplish more tluiii the 
thousands of their sex who direct 
their energies towards obtaining the 
pas.vago of laws (however good they 
may be) while they thomseives neg- 
lect the duties which are laid upon 
tlieiii.

TRIED ^CIPES 

stuffed Tongue. 

Boil the ficef tongue (weighing 
about four pounds) two hours, with a 
bay leaf, two cloves and a pine hof salt 
When done jnill off the thick white 
skin, and when cool enough to handle 
stuff with the following: One cupful 
of grated bread crumbs, one boiled po- 
tato 'chopped and a tcaspooiiful i.d' 
grated onion moistened wltii a little 
milk and seasoned with salt und Jiep- 
pcr to taste. Have three liard boiled 
eggs ready with the shells off but 
whole. Put In the pocket of the tongue 
a little of the dressing and then one 
of the eggs until it Is full. Lay strips 
of bacon on and 'bake three-quarters 
of an hour. 

Oyster Cocktails. 
Make the sauce some hours before 
it is to be eaten and set on the ice. 

Sauce — Mix in a bowl two table- 
.sjioonfuis of lemon juice (the juice 
of one large lemon sliould be enough) 
! tablespoonful of finely grated 
horseradish, one of tomato catsup, ten 
drops of tobasco sauce, a pinch of salt 
and a smaller plnche of cayenne. 

Heat up well. 

Thirty oysters drained of every drop 
of liquor should be put Into a bowl or 
jar and burled in lee when you make 
the sauce. 

Ten minutes before serving pour tho 
sauce over tho oysters. 

Five minutes thereafter divide tho 
oysters into six portions, five for each 
glass; pour the sauce over them and 
set the glasses in ice until the moment 
in which they go to table. 

lOat wilii. oyster forks. If the oys- 
ters are left lying In tho sauce long 
thoy wither and "toughen.

THE USE OF AUNTS 



A little' girl, writing a composition on 
the subject of "Aunts," began her seri- 
ous work thus: "Aunts is of use for 
seeln children's faults." 

Many mothers resent the criticisms 
of aunts as regard.s tiielr children. As 
to the right of aunts to find fault with 
children as compared with the right of 
iiiolhers to defend the children against 
Uie fault-finding, that can be decided 
only in concrete cases. It all depends, 
'i'liere are ill-natured women who ap- 
pear to take pleasure in fault-finding, 
sometimes these women will find their 
way into the ranks of aunts. But after 
all is said, it may be taken for granted 
that the great majority of aunt.s, like 
mothci's, are well-iiuentioued, and that 
their criticisms of ncjihews and nieces 
might often be turned to tlie profit of 
the young people. 

A mother should not let her jealousy 
of her mother's rights and privile.ges 
blind her to the real interest of her 
children, not tho ehlldren for licr. ^ If 
the order of nature she exists for the 
Aunt; Miranda makes an uncom])limen- 
tary remarlc about Johnny or Mlmiio, 
or compares the two untavoraljly with 
the niiighbor children, It is for'iiintliers 
to weigh the criticism dispassionately. 
"Odious" as comjiari.iiuis arc lield to 
be, they - figure extensively in the 
things ot life and mother must rccog- 
nize tlieir justness and tho ccilainty 
ui: her cliildren's coming under the ruli; 
sooner or later. Of one tiling mother 
may be assured; If her clilldren do not 
upijcar well in the eyes of their aunt, 
they do not appear any better to im- 
partial outsiders. If or knowing her 
children's heart qualities, mother has 
tho vantage ground; but an aunt, es- 
pecially if she does not make her ho;ne 
In, the family, but .comes, to the bouse 
as a visitor, Is In a better position to 
judge the children as regards extern- 
als, 

In a certain family there was a cer- 
tain maiden aunt who bad a way' of 
sugg;9stlng to her sister that the Pre- 
carious darlings were not all that 
well-bred children ought to be. Mother 
"stood, by" her children with 'so much 
vlgor;that aunt found It more comfort- 
able tb.,take herself away.. A 'Jew years 
passed.; One of' the darlings was a boy 
that mother doted on. In return, tho 
boy loved mother very dearly. When 
ho was fourteen ho had a difficulty at 
school. Brought up to believe that ho 
wa.s alwtiys right, it argued well for 
the lad's natural hone.?ty that he had 
his misgivings now as to hia Innoconeo. 
But he was a proud boy, and tho 
thought ot apologhdng to tho teacher 
Wiis reciugnant to him. Me wanted 
advice. Ills I'atiier was not at home. 
Not to Ills mother did thl.s ti'oubled 
boy go, but across the country, riding 
miles to tho homo of his aunt. 

"Vou see, aunty," ho exidained when 
ho had 3ot the matter before her, "It 
wouldn't hfive been a bit of use to ask 
mother. 1 wantiid an opinion that 
counts. And you — well" — with a dry 
amllc — "you used to bo able to put 
your finger on a fellow's weak sDote."

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SPORTSMEN TAKE STEPS 
I TO SAVE ISLAND GAME 



I^eeting' Unanimously . P.asses 
' Resolutions 'to -Present' to 
Governrnent 



At a largely iitlendecl mcoUng of the 
' sportsmen in the cit>-, who are inter- 
OHtert In the iirotectlon of game on the 
l.sUncl of Vancouver at tho Drlard ho- 
tel last night, important steps were 
taken wltli this end in view and a do- 
legation was appoiiiled to prcsont to 
tho government the several important 
rcMoliitlons that were passed by he 
meeting bearing on tlie subject. 

The feeling of the mpeting was un- 
nntmons in tlie opinion that something 
Hhould bo done not only for the pro- 
tection of srnal' but of largo game, and 
although the metliods that 'vorc re- 
eommeiidcd by tlio various f .eakers 
niay have differed in their rrticeduro 
llieir iiUhnato end was the «aine, that 
of preyervlng for the Bportsnian of the 
Island of Vancouver, the ''Sportsnjan 
Paradise," that it lias the reputation 
of being throughout tho continent. 

Tho provincial game warden, Bryan 
Williams, liud made a special (rip over 
from Vancouver to Ijo present, and Mr. 
Willlanis was inundated with ii"i'«tions 
nil througli the meeting as to tlic nniny 
phases of the game situation in the 
province, and his advice on Important 
questions was souglit and acted upon. 
Uv. Williams had tlio situation in its 
various departments- at his (inger's 
ends, and tho meeting was unanimous 
in its praise of his efforts to point 
liic way and cnll.qlitcn the various 
questioners on points where dirfcroncc 
of opinion existed or wiierc little was 
known. The .chair was ocoupled by 
A. E. Todd, and J. Musgrave acted as 
secretary. 

Tlie following resolutions wore pass- 
ed and will be presented to tlio govern- 
ment at the earliest possible date by 
the following committee: J. Mus- 
grave, li. H. Pooloy, O. Weilor, T. P. 
McConnell and A. K Todd; 
:!i,:.."That In the opinion of this meeting 
It a advlskblo that tho close seaaon for 
all. game on Vancouver island and ad- 
jacent; island.s be extended to OoU 1, 
and that pigeons bo •' Included , In the 
^ameiactV' ' ; . 

'•That a gun licoiise of- two dollars 
iju iniposcd on all persons carrying 
II rearms, s farmers and farmers' sons 
shooting on their own-, land being ex- 
empt and that the onioney- -to bo, de- 
rived from this source be devoted to 
J^i'c pi'otectioii of game." 
1 "That it is the opinion^of tins meet- 
ing that game reserves bo establish.ed,: 
on Vancouver -island In suitable dls- 
ti-icts." 

"That the government increase the 
number of game wardens on Vancou- 
ver islaiul and provide a fast launch 
. tor patrolling the coast." 
J A- lengthy discussion took place on 
nearly all of the resolutions and their 
Original drafting was modltled In some 
cases to meet jlihe views of the 'entire 
nieeting, because, as the chairman ex- 
plained, if their req.uests wore not 
backed up by the unanimous appro- 
val of all sportsmen it would be futile 
to present them' to the-- government 
with any chance of Its considering 
them seriously; 

. 'It will be seen that the most drastic 
bf the changres, that ore proposed. 1? the 
closihg'of the'feeasin ii month earlier 
than. Is now the. case; tha- present 
game season now opining on the first 
of September, and the matter of gun 
lii-eiiMi-, wliicli is an Innovation In this 
])ro\ iiice. Tills latter resolution came 
in for tho lengthiest discussion and 
many, speaker advanced views pro and 
con. Mr. AVilliams stated in this con- 
nection that tile gun license in many 
of tho American states was now in 
force and was found of great value. 
Tho , average license fee was $1.00, 
while' the highest was ?2.00, the state 
of Illinois had the lowost, 7.') cents. A 
big revenue was obtained from these, 
which was usually devoted to the pro- 
tection of game. Among the reasons 
that were advanced against the gun 
Ucenso was the hardship that it would 
Impose on the shoulders of the poor 
man and a subsltute for a gun license 
Buggestod in the raising of tho bounly 
on panther and wolves and the en- 
gaging of more wardens through the 
revenue obl,-i,inod in this way. J. W. 
Hawthorn til waito n.slccd permission to 
advance several rea.-ionR why tho gun 
license should not be plac(;d in one 
of tho resolutions, among tlieso ociiig 
to the poor man it would amount jjro- 
hibltlon; all the game wardens in the 
country could not jirolcct the game if 
the movement to protect it was not a 
popular one and the imposing of a li- 
cense would make it unpopular; the 
fact that the .rjaine wa.g a valuable as- 
set would In Itself bo sufflclent reason 
for the government taking steps to 
protect it. 

Tlie question of tile .giuno reserves 
brought on a length.v discussion and 
oxplanation.s from Mr. Williams as to 
the be.st .situations for these reserves 
and tho bonollt tliat would ho derived 
from their being instituted. Tho 
mooing was quite enthusiastic in re- 
gard to the game reserves and tho only 
illfference of opinion was as to wheth- 
er IhSy should be situated in the in- 
terior of tho Island or at salt water. 

The resolution on the appointment'of 
more game wafdens was in keeping 
with tho other Steps that tho meeting 
took in emphasizing that tlio game 
mu.st be protected. Mr, Williams show- 
' ed at length the Inadequate number of 
men that wero at present employed in 
til is capacity but said that the govern- 
inen liad increased theao as the re- 
w'mie from tho department had war- 
ranted. 

Mr. William.'; in reply to a question 
o.\pinliiod tho effect of a "an order in 
council" respecting the licensing of 
llslilng for troiil. But stated that the 
prosont controversy between the Do- 
minion and local iBovernment/ as to 
who owned flio flfeherles comipllcatea 
till."? question.

The much talked of fight between 
Adams, of this city, and George Paris, 
of the Vancouver Y. M. C. A., will take 
place -Jn .Nanalmo on either Thursday 
or Friday of hext week. Arrange- 
ments are practically concluded, the 
only trouble is that of securing the use 
of the hall for the men to meet in tlie 
Coal City for one of these days. But 
this matter will probably be arranged 
for Monday. 

The bout, a twenty round one, was 
billed to take plabfi in this city, but 
owing to tho fact that the permission 
of the local authorities could not be 
secured, because of the non-oxisjtence 
of a police commission, the mayor re 
fused to accept the responsibility of is 
suing a permit and gave instructions 
to the chief of police to stop all bouts 
until such time as a commission was 
appointed. 

'J'lio upshot of the matter has been 
that the principals dispalrlng of hav- 
ing the match pulled off In this city, 
have made all necessary arrangements 
and will go to the' coal city where tho 
law makers are not quite so decided 
In the stand they take, and where 
tho bout can be fought, won and lost 
on its merits.

The report that a sqtiadron of Brit- 
«lsh armored cruisers, not as power- 
i ful as previously reported, but never- 
theless a strong one, Is coming to 
iiSsquitnalt In May Is reiterated in spo- 
; oial advices received yesterday by The 
■■Colonist, coincident wltli the cabled 
i statement that the admiralty has "of- 
.ficially denied the report," Aocord,- 
jririg to The Colonist's London corro- 
tspondent, three armored' cruisers, each 
' of 12,000 tons, of the Cressy type, H. 
M. ,S. 15uryakiy, Hogue and SutleJ, are 
coming to t!ic Ksquinialt naval station 
' in May. \VritinB from I^ondon, under 
date ot Jaiiuai-y the correspondent 
of The Colonist says 
' "I loarn on y:ood avithority that, de- 
spite tlie official reticence on the sub- 
ject, the admiralty ha-s decidt'd to sonci 
tln-ee armored cruisers to tlie Pacific 
station next May. The three cruisers 
selected are the liuryaius, Hogue and 
Kutiej, all sisters, and presently form- 
ing part of the North America and 
West Indies squadron, the first named 
carrying- tlie fUig of Rear-iAdniiral 
Frederick S. Inglcfieid, commaiiding 
tlie squadron, wliicli is also sometimes 
designated the Kourlli Cruiser squad- 
ron. These three cruisers do not re- 
main permanently on the North 
America and West Indlc) station. 
They join the other cruisers on the 
station each sprinf? and spend about 
four months on it, and then return 
to cruise in other water."?. The three 
cruisers will bo by far the most pow- 
erful ever employed on the station. 

"All three are identical practically, 
and a description of the Euryalus will 
suffice for the trio. The Euryalus is 
officially described as a first-class 
armored cruiser. She measures 440 
feet in length, witli a beam of 69'/{. 
feet, and a draught of 26 feet G inches, 
and has a displacement of 12,000 tons. 
The hull is built of mild steel through- 
out divided into numerous water- 
tight compartments on the latest sys- 
tem. The hull is sheathed and cop- 
pered for service in tropical water.s, 
rWliere the bottoms foul quickly. Her 
' ■ water : line is amply protected .by ii 
; massive belt of harveyizcd niclcel steel 
whioli exteiids along eacli side tor a 
distance of 230 feet, eh'ding' forward 
in the deadly I'am, witli wliicli these 
sliips are fitted; and £lf t; ' In an ~ar- 
ymored 6-Inch .bullchead. 'The ram 
\veighs about 18 tons. The belt varies 
•.from 11.% feet to^U^ feet in depth, 
and: it .extei\dd several feet below the 
. water line, and it connects with the 
protective steel deck. The latter runs 
from stem to stem,- has a thickness 
of from & to"l% inches, and under It 
are the engines, boilers, magazines 
and other vital parts. The engines 
are- of 21,000 horse-power and of four- 
cylinder triple expansion type They 
are suppiieu by '.',0 Belleville boller.«, 
fitted with econoniisors. When a.t 
full power, the Euryalus can run off 
21 knots per hour, the revoiution.s of 
her twin screws being then over 100 
per minute. Tile coal bunkers have n 
capacity of SOO tons, and liotli the 
bunkers .and the coal c.nn he used as 
additional protection in action. Tlie 
armor of the siiip alone weights 2,100 
tons. With regard to the armament. 
It includes two 9.2-incli guns, one 
mounted in an armored barhette on 
the forecastle and the other similarly 
mounted aft. The barbettes arc pro- 
tected by 6-incli armor, and each Kun, 
■witli its shield and mountinp,s, Vv'oighs 
,120 tons. The "nine point two" is .'i 
.powerful wea!")on of long range and 
,Iicnotratlon. It measures 37 feet in 
length, and throws an armor-piorc- 
.ing projectile scaling 3S0 pounds. With 
a cordite charge of 103 pounds this 
jirojectlle leaves the muzzle of the gun 
.with a velocity of 2.000 lect Dcr sec- 
ond, or with sufficient energy to 
punch 22 Inches of wrought ii-on at 
.the comfortable fighting range of 3,000 
.yards. Each of these guns costs about 
^£6,000 each, and each shot about ,£;30. 
(The secondary . armament includes

Advices from Honolulu in yester- 
day's mails state that tlio disaster 
to the American shij) Eclipse, which 
was abandoned on January 11 in 
31) N, 135 W., the ca])tain and crew 
of 15 men being IG days in oijen boats, 
three d.ving from exhaustion, 
was primarily caused by a bolt of 
lightning tliat striicl: the shijj during 
a storm. When ei:;l.ty-nve days out 
from Newcastle the shij) ran into a 
very severe storm. A bolt of light- 
ning struck the foretopmast, which 
was shattered, and crashed through 
the dcclc. 

This, witli liie straining of the ship 
in the terrilic seas, caused .a leak. 'J'lie 
crew was kept at tl;e pumps for lour 
days. Finally when there were thir- 
teen feet of water In the hold and it 
v\as itnpossilile to gain any headway 
over it at the pumps, the ship was 
abandoned at fi o'clock on the morn- 
ing of the mil. At noon the men in 
the boat.s saw the ship go down. 

The pro\-i.'jions witli which the 
boats were supplied were only siilti- 
cient to allow the crew two biscuits 
and two gills of water per day. Ak 
already reported, three men died the 
day before the boats arrived. .-Ml the 
men wore very weak liut are rapidly 
recovering with gooij food and care.

New -Fishery Cruiser for British 
Columbia May Be Built at 
British Shipyard 



According to advices received from 
reliable sources at Ottawa, tho de- 
partment of marine and lisherles is ar- 
ranging to have tlie new lishery pro- 
tection cruiser Intended for service on 
this coast built at a Jirltisli shljiyard. 
It had been expected that the shi])- 
building linns on this coast would 
have had a chance to secaire this 
\v'ork. It was considered tliat a cruis- 
er intended for service on tlie British 
Columbia coast should, if possible, be 
tile product of a British Columbia 
yard, and those Interested in tlic hi- 
du.stry brought this view of the nifit- 
ter to the notice of the federal gov- 
ernment after tho appro])riation v/as 
passed a year ago last month. It was 
hoped that this request would be 
granted, but word has come that the 
government has decided to follo\v tho 
course followed in the case of many 
other vessels built for the marine a.nd 
llsherj' service, and ignore tho homo 
yards and Canadian workmen by hav- 
ing the vessel built in tho old countr.v. 

The cost of building the vessel in 
tho old country. It may be 'said, will 
bo less, as the conditions prevailing in 
C'aiuulkin and British shipyards arc 
entirely different. In ' Canada: ship- 
building has not the advantageB that 
it has In Great Britain; material Is 
dearer and wages rule much higher. 
When a contract Is awarded to a Ca- 
nadian ■shipyard or other enterprise 
tor government work, the contract is 
accompanied with a list of wages as 
approved by tho fair-wage oltlcer of 
tho government, being those ruling in 
the section of the country where the 
work is to be carried out. In gh'lng a 
contract to a British shipbuilding 
lirm for the construction of a steamer 
tho Ottawa government, it is said, 
does not in.sist upmi ' a schedule of 
wages bearing the signature of the 
fair-wage othccr. 'fhon, too, the com- 
pleted steamer built at a British yard 
is brought in free of duty, while, if 
the work wa^ done by a Canadian 
firm, the regular duties would be lev- 
ied upon the metal and all other ma- 
terial necessary to be imported for 
use in the craft, 

' Tho lishery protection steamer to be 
built by the government is to be a 
twenty-knoc vessel, of the cruiser 
type, 220 feet long, somewhat similar 
In model to the: ' lishery protection 
cruiser Canada, In service for the 
marine and fisheries department on 
the Atlantic coast.,- The. Canada also 
was built in England.' Therjp ' are in 
Canada, and particularly in British 
Columbia, a number of firms which

cruiser. • Some, employ a large number 
of ■shipwDrlfir3;"an'd ttrfe'-'oai^dlSle of 
turning out work equal to that done 
at any yard. It is considered that in- 
stead of ta,king what construction 
there is to be done |for its require- 
ment.'? to British or other yards out- 
side the Dominion, the government 
should confine the tenders to those 
from Canadian .-'hipyards and aid the 
shipbuilders of the Dominion.

A San Franctsco despatch gives 
further details ot! the misfortunes en- 
countered on her delayed voyage from 
New York, ■\'la , Melbourne for Seattle, 
of the DvordiKi' foiir-mastod schooner 
WiUUim ^Noltingll►,m, which <a.s re- 
ported yesterday, ■ had reached the 
Golden Gate with live feet of water 
In her hold, Tho crew was ulterl.\ 
worn out after a terrible battle of 
120 days at the pumps, In the latler 
part of the struggle being without 
provisions. The vessel still leaked 
at the rate of four inclios an hour 
when she was brought to an anchor- 
age at the Bay city. 

Since her dei)a,rture for Puget 
sound from Now York 3-10 days ago 
the vessel has had a series of mis- 
haps that sever.'il times tlii^eatened to 
semd her to the bottom. In command 
of Capt. Lowry, the ves.sel left New 
York and after a terrible, .stormy 
passage put into Bei^muda in distress 
w-itli steering gear ilamaged. This 
was on April of last year. After 
making repairs the schooner sailed 
again on April 29. 

Hardly had she put to sea again, 
however, before fierce gales were en- 
countered and the. schooner was buf- 
feted about, helpless in the grasi> of 
several storms. From Bermuda the 
schooner put on> a course that took 
her around by the Capo of Gpod Hope 
where further storms were met and 
more damage sustali)ed. On August 
29, with provisions and water gone 
and most of her sails blown away, the 
vess^el crept into Melbourne, iwhere 
her larder was restocked arid Tppairs 
made. 

Since her departure from Mel- 
bourne nothing had been heard of the 
schooner,, until today, and almost all 
hope of ever seeing the vessel or her 
crew was given up by many r-hlpping 
men,. 

After .-leaving Melbourne the 
schooner encountered a hurricane 
and sprung a leak. During the lial- 
ance of her voyage of 120 days her 
crew labored day and night at the 
pumps to keep the vessel alloat. 
Water continued to come into her 
hold at the r.^iti- of four Inche.s an 
hour, and In inau.N- instances tho 
pumps refused to work. 

A succession of gales -was met 
with during the latter part of the 
voyage and great seas coming aboard 
swept the decks of everything mo\- 
ablo and ruined much of her provis- 
ions. 

Upon tho arrival of the schooner 
toda.y the men were on tho verge of 
starvation and had hiT coming been 
delayed much longer all would have

When the newa reporting the 
finding of the wreckage was sent out 
from Victoria, Capt. Munger, the 
ranking officer of the revenue cutter 
sci-vice on Pugot Sound, was notified 
ivand he ordered the cutters Perry and 
, Thetis to make a aearch for the wreck. 
.^At the -time the orders wore received 
i^the Thetis was at Tacoma receiving , 
C'^ repairs to her how, which had been jijgij 
'j bumped by a ■sailing vessel in Portl iggg 
f j Tovwisond. a few, days previous. . The Lgoo 
repairs iwere 'bolni? made at , Crawford igoi 
'& Reld'siyard.-whero It was^fbiind'that 1902 
the bowof the old cutter had badly 1903 
rottad/from years of' servlce,'"and but 
temporary repalr.s could be made. 
She was got in condition as soon a.s 
possible and with the Perry left this 
port early on the morning of January 
16. The cutters readied Victoria tlie 
same night and arrived at Neah Bay 
on the 17th and ISth, and on the 20th 
arrived at Victoria, where Lieut.

Government is Aiding Another Effort 
To IncrsasQ Shipping 
Industry 



•Mded by the Japanese govcrniticnt 
a renewed effort is to bo inUde to fur 
tlK>r increas*! the mercantile marine of 
the eastern iiJmpiro, according to mail 
advices received here. The growth of 
the 'nation's shipping shows that in 
ten vcars the Increase has been from 
1.991 »^hlp.s in 1898 to 5,740 in 1907. 
The record issued by the Shipping 
Bureau of the Japanese government 
shows the increase of vessels and ton- 
nage during tlie pAst ten yedrs as fol

It will be noted from the above that 
the tonnage of Japanese shipping has 
more than doubled since 1898, while 
the number of vos-seis has been nearly 
trebled. In view of tliese ligures the 
complaint which is frequently heard 
that Japanese shipping, is suffering 
from a plethora of vessels seems read- 
ily intelligible. 

Mr. Uchida, chief of the govern 
ment's Shipping Bureau, has' just pub 
lished a*lengthy*statfement>;in»whichhe 
contends that' the development of the 
J'apahese mercantile mjirlne is by no 
iriea,ii"s abnorrtia:!. He admits that ow 
lug to the rapid increase of tonnage 
and a simultaneous decline of freight 
on certain routes the Japanese slilp- 
ping firms, including the most impor- 
tant organizations, have been placed in 
serious difiiculties, but he considers, 
nevertheless, that there i.s ample room 
for the expansion of the Japanese 
marine. In support of his view he 
quote.? figures from Lloyd's returns 
.showing that whereas Japan's tonnage 
when the statistics were prepared was 
1,060,000 (since Increased to about 1,- 
500,000), Great Britain's tonnage is 17,- 
000,000, while the figures for America, 
Germany, Norway and France are res- 
pectively 3,160,000; 3,700,000; 1,260,000 
and 1,280,000. Japan's tonnage, Mr. 
Uchida points out, is consequently still 
far b<;low that of Germany or the Uni- 
ted States, to say nothing ., of Great 
Britain. Therefore, according, to Mr, 
Uchida, greater efforts must be made 
to develop the Empire's shipping. 

The Kobe Herald comments :. Mr. 
Uchida, it has to be noted, in making 
tliese comparisons between Japan and 
the principal maritime naflons - of ' the 
world, appears to overlook , the" fact 
that in order for a nation's shipping to 
be really prosperous the tonnage must 
bear due proportiSn to the country'.s 
foreign trade: R'egarded from this 
point of view, the f&ct that Japan hua 
in a few years built up a. mercantile 
marine - substantially lai-ger than that 
of France and not nnjch loss than iialf 
that of Goi-many or America is cer- 
tainly calculated to raise doubts whe- 
ther the expansion has not been too 
great and rapid to be altogether nor- 
mal or healthy.

GRUESOME STORY, OF 

A BRITISH TRANSPORT 



Provost Sergeant of Troopship at 
Hongkong Reported Burned Alive 
In Ship's Furnaces 



Slaii advices from Hongkong states 
that the i;rovost sergeant of the Brlt- 
isli transport Sicllia, which brought 
the Cameron Highlanders to Hong- 
kong, was murdered by the Lascar 
crew. Tlie disappearance of the pro- 
vost sergeant was a mystery, and evi- 
dence has been found by detectives, 
according to Hongkong papers, that 
the Lascars gagged him and bound 
him and burned him alive in the en- 
gine-room fires of the transport. Two 
of the Lascars v^'cro arrested at Sing- 
apore, a number having deserted fol- 
lowing the disappearance of tlie ser- 
geant. 

The China Mail of Hongkong says: 
It will be i-oniembered that the ser- 
geant, wlio had charge of the prison- 
ers on board tlio trooper, arrived in 
Hongkong safely. He was Ijnown to 
have been ashoi-o and appeared to 
have been in tlie best of health and 
spirits. Then, ere tlie, Sicllia left the 
liarbor, he disappeared as effectively 
as if lie had been spirited away from 
earth altosethcr. No trace of him 
could 1)0 discovered. 

Some uevvs has reached u.s from 
Singapore, however, ivliich, if true, 
seems to throw a lurid llglit upon the 
matter. It was known that the ser 
goant on the outward Journey was oi 
dered to put down gambling among the 
men. The work of a provost serge.ant 
at the best of times is of a thankless 
character, for it is almost impossible 
to do the duties which belong to the 
office without coming across someone.

SOME POOR SECURITY 

Stock Owned In Defunct Amer- 
icap^ ■.EnterpriseFTT^Q.bj 
" Lesson to States 



Montreal, FobruarJ' 7. — It is generally 
under.stood In Montreal that tho Sover- 
eign Bank holds about $1,600(0,00 of the 
bonds of the Chicago and Milwaukee 
lileetrlc Railway. 

This news Is not particularly cheerful 
for tlio Sovereign Bank shareholders to 
contemplate, for, as announced, the Chi- 
cago concern has been placed in tlie 
liand.s of a receiver. 

Incidentally it was learned today that 
the Sovereign's connection w-ith this en- 
terprise materially assisted in hastening 
tho crisis in the bank's affairs. 

To go back and review a little hitherto 
uiipMbllshcd history: 

Tlie Penman I'nreiiaso Syndicate, head- 
ed by U. Stewart, paid the owners of 
tlio old Penn]aii (^lonipany with ilrposit 
I'ocelpts issued by the Hamilton lirancli 
of the Sovereign Banli. 

These receipts to tile amount of $800,- 
000 matured about the 31st of October 
last. 

To meet them, tho now executive, un- 
der Aenillliis Jarvis, negotiated a loan 
with .r. P. Morgan & Co. of $l,000,a'JO 
and at the time the Morgans allowed the 
Sovereign to discontinue until the end of 
the year tho weekly reduction of $60,000. 
which up to that time tlie bank had been 
making on the existing Indebtedness. 

It will be seen that tills left a balance 
of $200,000, a portion of wliich was used 
to pay off sterling acceptances, while the 
rest was reserved- to pay the dividend of 
the bank, which fell due on ..the flrst of 

February. - -4 . 5- • .,• 

Fiild Bond InteroBt. 

In the meantime the Chicago and Mil- 
waul<eo was forced into the hands of a 
receiver, , and to save the situation and 
prevent a default on the bonds, the Sov- 
ereign advanced tif.e money necessary to 
pay tliS last coupofii 

This wiped out the fund which had 
been set aside to pay the bank's own div- 
idend oil the lirst of February. 

Again Mr. .farvis went to New York to 
negotiate a further loan with tlie Mor- 
gan tirm, and on this occasion he was 
not successful, and with tho prcspect of 
passing the dividend staring him In the 
face, all hope of holding the bank to- 
gether was abandoned. 

The tlrst rocolvorsliip on Chicago and 
Milwaukee was cancelled, owing to the 
Sovereign's assistance, but when It was 
realized that further assistance from the 
bank was out of the question, the road 
sought a receiver for the second time. 

Tlie Detroit News-Tribune is good 
enougli to congratulate Canadians on 
their expert handling of such unfortun- 
ate aff.'ilrs as the Sovereign Bank crisis 
in the following manner:

"I wonder wliy niuvver says so 
■.any don'l^ to me?" 
It was a speculative tone rather 
han one of either protest or grrlef. 
It was the same tone, In fact, ■ In 
which I had mentally asked myself 
the question many times before. 
More than lUcely very nearly every- 
body else has aslced himself the same 
luestion, cverybocly, perhaps, but tho 
aother herself. 
For Iier it has become a flimsy ro- 
uge behind which she hides herself 
•nd deals out .luthorlty with a prodi- 
gal hand, saving much time and, in- 
cidentally, much thought .It is a 
means without . an end — a temporary 
remedy without' 9/^' lasting cure. In 
fact, just "Wh'ynaoesTniu'vver say so 
many don'ts?"- '"ibbea she herself 
know? Or does she even know when 
she "says" them? . 

Helpless Johnnievand I have about 
come to the conclusion t^aX she 
doesn't Ifnow, for they fall so thick 
and fast upon us from every unsus- 
pected and, therefore, unwatched 
source that we've grown hopeless. 
We've dodged them asd avoided all 
the occasions we could remember that 
even once (and remotely) had a don't 
tag on It, but all at vain, so we've 
about given It up — we're hopeless, I 
tell you, for It's no good trying to 
lind a single thing, without that fatal 
tag on it. So what's the good any- 
way? I fear, too, that we are gettinpr 
rather Jiardened to them, for we don't 
seem to care much any more whether 
we do do a thing without thinking 
and then And that there was a don't 
tag on It all the time. 

it la a dreary outlook, • indeed ! 
'i'hink of twenty years of it — almost 
the whole of youth! What child capa 
bie of comprehending the enormity of 
it could face the prospect and not 
lon.g for death Instead! Yet after 
tliese twenty years had sped by, and 
he could look back upon his child- 
hood with matured vision he would 
sec that at least three-riuarters of 
those "don'ts" were absolutely un- 
warranted, the result of a hasty mo- 
ment backed by irritation that could 
have been passed in a healing silence 
Instead. Sweet, soothing opportimi- 
ties to have been recalled in later 
lite as iiours of soul growth lost. Alas, 
all child martyrs are not found In tlie 
^i<ll|6althy latmospheres of factories 
and mines and over-crowded tene- 
ments. Now and then one comes up- 
on tile victim of some mother's nerves 
and he is all tho more pitiful in that 
no one dares to inlorfero and .save 
hhii before It is too late. 

To right thi.s wrong — to prevent tlie 
ruining f)f the child's disposition — is 
the unqucstl uied duty of every moth- 
er wlio thinlts at all. if even only once 
in a while througlioiit the day tlie 
mother witli tho don't habit would 
pause long enough to aco whether the 
occasion warranted lior lia.'^ly rebuke 
or not slie would be doing the child— 
and licrsolf — the slmjiio act of justice 
he <K';ei-ved. Const.-int Interference 
with tin- child's imiuilses has a dis- 
tinct effect upon hi.K he.illli. He be- 
comes nervous .iij l irritable, and, 
very frciiuently, if high strung, ao- 
tually feverish. I^iout's are creators 
of lies and deceit— lei this fact be 
noted by each mother. 

Finally, there is but one cure "for 
the don't habit. It lies In that mo- 
ment's pause and tho quick thought. 
"I")oes what he Is doing or going to 
do make any material differiMico aftei' 
all'.' Will It hnperll his .soul, )iis life, 
jhi;; health, his best development, oi- 
m,\' dignity as hl.s mother'.'" Tf the 
answer Is in the negative maintain 
the healing isilence — It 'is no more' 
than fair to him. 

The child must move — and often 
too noiseiy Ijceiuise luicontrolled. He 
must Investigate for the suko of e.\- 
Iierience unless ho Is becoming an 
Idiot. His Investlgalluns must lie 
in the region of exijcriinents, and he 
mtist get them (Irst hand or not at 
all. It la unfortunate that the law 
of his development forces the poor 
mother .to study his lesions with luni 
and remember them with more than 
his suffering."— Louise D. Mitchell.

The bill I am submitting to the house 
today, Mr. Speaker, although most un- 
pretentious in Its appoiirance and appa- 
rent object, is a practical fullUlment of 
the prophecy- of Mr. Kellle. The house 
now sees, for the first time in its his- 
tory, a sniall group of gentlemen who, 
with courage, enterprise and faith in 
tho wealth of the Kootenay country, 
took up some coal lands less tlian tw 
years ago. They have prosecuted their 
worlt thoroughly, and with such good re- 
sults that tliey feel justified In coming 
to this house now and asking for a 
charter to ouild a road to enable them 
to bring out the product of their mines 
to the main line of the C. P. 11. at 
Crow's Nest.

London, Feb. 7.— The officials of all 
the. steamship companies engaged in 

the trans-Atlantic passenger traffic 
came to an agreement late tonight 
whiCA ends the rate -cutting, and by 
Which the companies undertake to 
maintain certain rates for all passen- 
gers, the figures of which will be made 
public shortly. 

The basis of the understanding was 
reached by the heads of the compan- 

es yesterday after they had been hold- 
ing a conference for ,a weekj and to- 
night experts worked out the details. 
There had been some stumbling- 
blocks in the way of an agreement, 
but these were finally bvercbnie to- 
night, and tho delegates to th^ con- 
ference gave out the following of- 
ficial statement: 

"Tlie protracted conference, -which 
lias occupied tiie past week, finally 
has resulted in an understanding be- 
ing arrived at among the jias.^enger- 
carrying lines in the North Atlantic 
trade. Working agreements have been 
completed, comprising first, second 
and third class jiassenger traffic, botl;

"It is satisfactory to bo able to add 
that the arrangements referred to are 
of such a fair and reasonable nature 
that all tho British lines see their way 
to enter fully into them. 

'It follows naturally that an early 
reHtoration of rates to a normal basis 
ill occur."

He 
added that lio had sent cable de- 
spatches to New York concerning iris 
position, and that he would direct 
mattcr.s when ho returned there. Ho 
was traveling partly on business and 
partly for pleasure for a week or ten 
days. 

Asked where ho purposed going af- 
ter he landed at Liverpool, Mr. Morse 
courteously begged to be excused from 
reiilylng. 

"You can," ho naid, "say with cer- 
tainty that my stay will not exceed ten 
day.s on tills .side, and that then I will 
return to New York." >, 

Mr. Morse proceeded from Queens- 
town to Livcrpopl on board tlie Cam- 
pania. He is traveling un^er an as- 
sumed name. 

i\ir. Morse made no secret of his 
identity, and smiled when- h© was In- 
formed of the representatlona con- 
cerning him that Mad teen published 
in tho-iftJglish newspapers. Mr. Morse 
talked in' a similar vein to otlicr news- 
paper corr.espondents wiio boarded tho 
(.'ahipanla'here. He scorned to regard 
tho period of liciuidation in the United 
States as the aftermath of a recent 
panic. On his return to the United 
States, he said, he would endeavor to 
reconstruct his Interests, and hoped 
they would work smoothly and give 
satisfaction.
